ATTEMPTS are being made in 
England and America to fan 
the fires of hatred against the 


German people. 


There is every reason to believe that 
the purpose of this propaganda is to 
provoke another war. The methods 
now used to inflame passions, 
compare favorably with those employ- 
ed during the months preceding our 
entrance into the World War. 


American Christians and patriots are 
coming to understand that a system of 
international control over news-gather- 
ing agencies, actually exists. Some 
have learned with a shock, that much 
so-called “news” is plain propaganda. 


Mrs. Nesta H. Webster, one of the 
most noted living historians, complains 
that a similar condition exists in Great 
Britain. She says: “The British pub- 
lic derives its information from the 
newspapers or the radio, both of which 
are largely controlled by Jews, and in 
turn receive their information from 
Jewish sources. Thus all that reaches 
it, comes through a Jewish filter. 
Therefore what appears in the papers 
with regard to Germany may be devoid 
of truth. Germany is less anti-Chris- 
tian than the Germany of some years 
ago. 

“We must accept with extreme cau- 
tion all that appears in our press on 
this question. No Jews are proved to 
woe been killed during the recent 
riots. 


“Did the democracies ever contem- 
plate war on the Bolsheviks. when thou- 
sands of Christians were being tor- 
tured and 2,800,000 massacred; or on 
the Spanish Government, which em- 
ployed inhuman tortures and murder- 
ed 450,000 people — a figure which 
does not include those killed in battle? 


“No people of any country wish for 
war except Bolsheviks and Jews. Yet 
never has war been prepared on so 


gigantic a scale. 


“England of 19388 is not the England 
of 1914 because she is no longer con- 
trolled by Britons. Ever since the 
World War, the Jewish power has been 
growing. It was this that brought about 
the League of Nations for creating dis- 
cord between the nations; that set up 
the Soviet Regime for carrying out 

same process between the classes. . . 











“Germany is under a visible anti-

It is the duty of a religious editor 
to ascertain the facts on matters of im- 
portance to believers — and publish 
them at any cost. I am aware that 
utterly false ideas have been built up 
in the public mind about the status of 
the Church in Germany, and this is 
the more reason why The Defender 
should discuss the subject frankly, but 
of necessity, objectively. 

Christian leaders outside of Germany 
should make their own investigations 
and reach conclusions based upon fac- 
tual analysis, instead of taking highly 
colored press reports at their face val- 
ue. They should not contribute to the 
present program of hate, by repeating 
sensational rumors, without first mak- 
ing a painstaking examination. There 
is nothing to be gained by believing a 
lie, even though it may have a tempor- 
ary appeal to one’s prejudices! 


Some people have actually been 
led to believe that churches are be- 
ing closed in Germany. Others won- 
der if Ministers are really free to 
preach the Gospel. Not a few have 
come to think that the Govern- 
ment is fostering some kind of pa- 
ganism, as a new religion. Many 
are asking why Reverend Niemoel- 
ler, former pastor of an aristocratic 
church near Berlin, was imprison 


Free Church Prospers 

In considering these, and kindred 
questions, it is necessary to scan brief- 
ly the recent history of German Pro- 
testantism, . . 

The Protestant or Lutheran Church- 
es of Germany have functioned under 
the direction of the Government, as far 
as organizational matters are concern- 
ed, for more than 400 years. There is 
therefore, nothing new about the pres- 
ent relationship of the Government to 
the Church. 

In the past, however, there were 28 
Landeskirchen (divisions of the State 
Church). These units were separated 
according to geographical lines and did 
not represent doctrinal variations of 
any great importance. When the pres- 
ent Government assumed control in 
1988, plans were immediately formulat- 
ed for uniting these 28 groups into one

It was 
at this point that difficulties began to 
be encountered. The internationalists 
were quick to seize upon this inter- 
church schism, and make it the basis 
of a never-ceasing stream of distorted 
press dispatches, 


The small denominational bodies, 
known as the “Free Church” — Metho- 
dists, Baptists, Mennonites, Pentecos- 
tals, etc., numbering approximately 3- 
million communicants, were not includ- 
ed in the proposed merger. The change 
in church organization applied only to 
the State, or Lutheran bodies, with a 
combined membership of over 40-mil- 
lion. 

Leaders in the State Church have 
always been prone to assume a haugh- 
ty attitude toward Free Church people, 
but under the present regime, the smal- 
ler organizations are treated with the 
same consideration as the larger 
groups. 

These are the greatest, the most 
fruitful days, that the independent de- 
nominations have ever known in Ger- 
many. It was for this reason that 
Bishop Melle of the German Methodist 
Church and Dr. Schmidt of the Ger- 
man Baptist Church, protested against 
the maligning of German Protestant- 
ism at the Oxford meeting a few 
months ago. Their protests were later 
suppressed in the official reports of the 
conference: During the last two months 
I have talked with an American evan- 
gelist, just back from Germany, where 
he held seventeen successful evangelis- 
tic campaigns, preaching through in- 
terpreters,

Higher Criticism Declines — 


The latest statistical reports avail- 
able, as to State Church activities, are 
for 1936. Considering that the pres- 
ent Government took the reins in 1933, 
it is interesting to compare 1934 with 
1936. The comparison indicates prog- 
ress, ; 


Their membership figure for 1934 
was 40,479,789 with an increase to 40,- 
796,512 in 1936. During 1936, there 
were 825,616 births registered by the 
State Church, and of these 751,148 were 
christened in the churches. This does 
not show religion to be dying in Ger- 
many. 


Of the 429,586 marriages announced 
as Evangelical, 340,010 were solemn- 
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ized in churches. This figure includes 
8,195 marriages that were at first per- 
formed according to civil rites, fol- 
lowed by religious ceremonies. Of 505,- 
897 deaths, 466,914 were buried by the 
church. No less than 10-million mem- 
bers took Holy Communion during 
1986. In the same year, over 350 reli- 
gious building projects were started 
and completed (only of the State 
Church), including 175 new church edi- 
fices or parish halls. 


Far from dying, German churches 
are packed today as never before in 
the history of the Nation! I am aware 
that these facts and figures flatly con- 
tradict what we are frequently told by 
press and radio, but I am writing on 
the sound assumption that readers of 
The Defender are entitled to the truth.

Paganism Vs. Christianity 


These are facts! Instead of malign- 
ing German Christians and allowing 
ourselves to be stampeded by propagan- 
da, we should keep cool and thank God 
that there is, at the present hour, a 
predominantly Protestant Nation in the 
center of Europe, capable of holding the 
atheistic forces of Bolshevism in check 
— forces which have reduced the Chris- 
tian religion to shambles in Russia and 
Spain. 

Section 24 of the official code of the 
Government, contains the following pro- 
vision: 

“We demand liberty for all religious 
denominations in the State, so far as 
they are not a danger to it and do not 
militate against the morality and moral 
sense of the German race. The Party, 
as such, stands for positive Christian- 
ity, but does not bind itself in the mat- 
ter of creed to any particular confes- 
sion. It combats the Jewish-materialis-

tic spirit within and without us, and is 
convinced that our nation can achieve 
permanent health from within only on 
the principle: The Common Interest be- 
fore Self-Interest.” 


On the other hand, there are some 
queer people in Germany, who, a few 
years ago, decided to start a movement 
back to the mythologies of the past. 
This new paganism exists far more in 
the newspapers of America, than it 
does among the people of Germany. 


In the United States there are a few 
Buddhist temples and theosophical so- 
cieties, but this does not imply that any 
considerable number of our citizens 
subscribe to the doctrines of these 
groups. 


Professor Fabricius is a prominent 
German theologian, who became associ- 
ated with the present leaders several 
years ago, when they were a weak, 
struggling organization. In 1935, he 
wrote a book entitled ‘‘Positive Christi- 
anity in the Third Reich”. An English 
edition was published two years later, 
when it began to be charged in England 
and America, that the Government was 
supporting the handful of pagans, who 
were then figuring so prominently in 
international press dispatches. 


Dr. Fabricius comes to grips with 
this question in the following language: 


“The unrest which befell the Evan- 
gelical Church in 1933 cannot allow the 
Government and Party to adopt a policy 
of aloofness, Close co-operation with 
the church administration and with 
theological experts is imperative in or- 
der to make the position perfectly clear 
and restore peace... One important 
cause, perhaps indeed the most impor- 
tant cause of the recent quarrels, is to 
be found in the fact that certain writers 
and their followers, all of them support- 
ers of ‘free thought’, created the im- 
pression that National Socialism is 
necessarily connected with A NEW 
PAGAN CREED that is to replace 
Christianity .... 

“National. Socialism has as little de- 
sire to found a new religion as it has to 
attack Christianity. Attempts of this 
kind must rather be considered a men-

ace to the unity of the German people. 


“If we investigate the substance of 
the new religion that would appear to 
be offered to the German people as a 
substitute for Christianity, we are 
filled with deep genuine dismay.. 
All such aims are contradictory to Na- 

tional Socialism.” 





New Government Welcomed 


The observations of Dr. Fabricius on 
the relationship of Judaism to Chris- 
tianity, will be of equal interest to 
The Defender Family: 


“If there should be a few individuals 
in Germany who prefer to swim in the 
old channel of the last era, scoffing at 
priests and devout people in the man- 
ner of Marxist Freethinkers, looking 
askance at any one professing to be a 
Christian, even preventing him from at- 
tending public worship, and looking up- 
on the clergy of a Christian Church 
as second-rate citizens, then it is a sign 
that such people have not yet grasped 
the significance of the new era, and 
are rather to be considered as a grave 
menace to the peace and inner strength 
of the German people. 


“But, in passing, another misconcep- 
tion must be removed. This refers to 
the relationship between Christianity 
and Judaism. Long before the rise of 
National Socialism there were certain 
National literary circles amongst the 
Intelligentsia of the upper middle class- 
es of pre-war days who, for the sake of 
their German nationality, believed it 
necessary to reject Christianity as be- 
ing historically connected with Juda- 
ism. 

“On the appearance of National So- 
cialism and its attacks on the Jewish 
supremacy in our people, these Intel- 
ligentsia thought the moment had ar- 
rived for a similar attack on Chris- 
tianity. This point of view is definite- 
ly rejected by the Party Program. Be- 
sides, it is clear that the spirit of 
Christian Faith has nothing to do with 
the Judaism which we National Social- 
ists are combatting. Our attacks are 
directed against the present-day Juda- 
ism, the ally of the powers of destruc- 
tion, which, in all secrecy, through the 
agency of banks and press, seek to rule 
the world.” 


All German Christians greeted the 
new Government with enthusiasm, when 
it came to power in 1933, because it 
saved them from the peril of Bolshe- 
vism. Memories of bloodshed in Ger- 


many, and the fate of Russia, hung like 
a pall upon German Protestantism. 


Communistic propaganda had ceased 
to be a mental poison in Germany; it 
had taken on brutal, physical form. 
Church leaders recalled that on April 
30, 1919, in a gymnasium at Munich, 


ten hosta , some of them women, had 
been lin against a wall and shot 
down in cold blood. This act of sad- 


ism was ordered by three red Jewish 
commissars of Germany — Levien, Le- 
vine-Nissen and Axebrod. 


Dr. Niemoeller Imprisoned 


German Christians recalled that 
nearby Hungary had been mercilessly 
despoiled, during 133 days of Commun- 
istic Terror, directed by Bela Kun, 
whose real name is Aron Cohn. Thou- 
sands of people, including many Chris- 
tians, had lost their lives in this spasm 
of cruelty. It will be remembered that 
this was the same Bela Kun, who had 
ordered the execution of between 60,- 
000 and 70,000 Russians in the Crimea, 
a short time before. This beast was 
later sent from Moscow to Spain, to 
a a torrent of Spanish Christian 


German believers knew that the of- 
ficial Communist magazine, The Athe- 
ist, had said on November 6, 1930, ‘““We 
shall burn down all the churches of 
the world and raze all the prisons to 
the ground”, 


Jaroslawski, the Jewish head of the 
Association of Militant Atheists, had 
made a similar declaration, which spoke 
terror to the hearts of many German 
Christians: “It is our duty to destroy 
every religious world-concept. If the 
destruction of ten million human be- 
ings, as happened in the last war, 
should be necessary for the triumph of 
one definite class, then that must be 
done and it will be done”. 


So, when new leaders rose to power 
in Germany, promising to save the 
churches, and put an end to atheistic 
Bolshevism, they were joyfully receiv- 
< had Protestants and Roman Catholics 
alike. 


But, as previously stated, the plan 
to merge the 28 original units of Pro- 
testantism met with opposition. This 
caused a split in the ranks of the cler- 
gy. Out of approximately 45,000 Pas- 
tors, less than 300 objected to the pro- 
posal, on the grounds that it would 
bring undesirable elements into the 
church as a whole. The minority band- 
ed themselves together in the “Confes- 
sional Synod”.

Their leader was Dr. Martin Nie- 
moeller, a man of extraordinary cour- 
age, who served as a submarine offi- 
cer during the World War. Until re- 
cently, he was Pastor of the large aris- 
tocratic church in Dahlem, a fashion- 
able suburb of Berlin. 


Dr. Niemoeller was repeatedly ad- 
monished to cease his attacks upon the 
Government, confine himself to the 

preaching of the Gospel, and RE- 
FRAIN FROM DEMANDING THE 
RETURN OF THE KAISER. Con- 
ceiving it a duty to continue in a firm 
attitude, for what his convictions told 
him to be right, he was arrested and 
taken to prison. 


However, it must be stated, in fair- 
ness, that Dr. Niemoeller was free at 
all times, to preach from the Word of 
God, as his conscience might guide him. 
But, he was not at liberty under dicta- 
torship, to demand the restoration of 
the Monarchy. One can understand how 
he would be favorable to the old sys- 
tem, having been prominent in the af- 
fairs of government before, and dur- 
ing the War. 


Two Pieces of Literature 


Before drawing this article to a close, 
I desire to call attention to two pieces 
of literature, both from Germany, 
which I now have on the desk before 
eine 


The first is a recent edition of the 
regular daily newspaper published in 
the city of Stuttgart. A large part of 
one page is devoted to church announce- 
ments for the following Sunday, pub- 
lished ,without cost. There are four 
captions, which translated into Eng- 
lish, read as follows: “Evangelical 
Church”, “German Christians”, “Catho- 
lics”’ and “Free Churches”. Several 
meetings and invitations to attend plac- 
es of worship, are described under each 
caption. 

The second piece of literature is a 
magazine, edited and published in the 
English language, by a venerable and 
scholarly Free Church Minister, the 
Reverend Doctor L. Schneller, Kohn 
(Marienburg) Germany. It bears the 
title, “Jerusalem Messenger” and is 
circulated primarily among contributors 
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who help with Dr. Schneller’s orphan- 
age and missionary work in the Holy 
Land.. In this Country we would call 
it a militant Fundamentalist publica- 
tion. Its pages are full of the meat of 
the Gospel! 


The December, 1988, issue, which I 


am reading at this moment, contains 
several editorials about present condi- 
tions in Palestine. Now, let us break 
into Dr. Schneller’s line of thought and 
quote two paragraphs, from pages 20 
and 21.0.0 

“Where are the Jews to go, if many 
a country, even Palestine herself, will 
not have them? They have, like all 
peoples created by the Lord, a right to 
a home where they may live in peace. 
But let us not forget that the Jewish 
question would indeed in no way 
solved, even if the Jews were permitted 
to immigrate without limitation to their 
number into Palestine. The nation who 
at the time of the Jewish kings inhabit- 
ed only a wee country in the south of 
Palestine, a country as large as a coun- 
ty or the Cologne government district, 
has since increased so amazingly thai 
now-a-days it comprises 18 millions. 


“Where then are the Jews to gi 4 
year ago Poland negotiated with ce 
for the immigration of their superflu- 
ous Jews to the French colony of Mad- 
agascar. Madagascar is a large island, 
larger than Germany, sparsely peopled, 
with a healthy climate and fertile soil. 
The country needs only to be made ac- 
cessible by building roads and aque- 
ducts. France seemed to be disposed in 
favour of this design. But in recent 
times no more has been heard about 
this project. Lately the well-known 
Bishop of Chichester M. P. has publicly 
offered for consideration that England 
should concede the Jews within her enor- 
mous Empire a country of their own, 
possibly in Australia that is only 
sparsely peopled. Here they could un- 
der British protectorate form a state of 
their own, unmolested by those coun- 
tries which decline to have them. And 
their notable activity would soon bring 
the country to flourish and to prosper. 
That would indeed be a way out of the. 
difficulties, moreover with the advant- 
age that England would not offer the 
Jews a country that like Palestine is 
not theirs, but a country they own... .” 


In September, 1937, I wrote an article 
for The Defender entitled “The German 
Church Situation”. The closing words 
of that discussion. were as follows: 


“With events in Europe changing 
so rapidly, it is impossible to de- 
termine what the future holds for 
the Church of Germany, but to date 
nothing has happened, in any way 
to jar its foundations.” 


It seems fitting to conclude this dis- 
cussion by remarking that the forego- 
ing paragraph still stands as factual, 
international Communistic propaganda 
to the contrary sar withetandiie.

France Divided 


_ France, weakened by internal strife

: The Communist technique of revolu- 
tion is to form a so-called labor organ- 
ization which eventually proves to be 
a “People’s Front” for revolution. The

leaders make great promises to labor, 
but have no intention of fulfilling them. 
Having formed a so-called labor move- 
ment, they attempt to absorb all ex- 
isting labor organizations, force mil- 
lions of workers to join, then call a 
general strike, tie up industry, para- 
lyze the nation’s defense mechanism, 
precipitate a revolution, and take over 

government. This is their plan in 
France where they boast of five mil- 
lion followers. 


In our own Country, the Communist- 
dominated C. I. O. has pursued the 
same method. They have attempted to 
get a monopoly on labor organizations 
in order that they may call a general 
strike, tie up industry, and create chaos 
in America. Then the streets of our 
Nation would become rivers of blood 
to soak the blue and white out of our 
flag! 


A recent Associated Press dispatch 
from Washington, said: “The House 
committee on un-American activities 
heard testimony today that Commun- 
ists are actively seeking control of 
every part of the American labor move- 
ment. ...

put pressure on the national govern- 
ment to ‘line it up’ with party policies.” 


Russia, Italy and Germany 


Russia has about twenty million 
soldiers, but having killed her intellect- 
uals, she lacks effective leadership. 
The inefficiency in her factories is al- 
most beyond comprehension. 


The Russian people are opposed to 
the murderous regime of the Soviet 
——— and they are only waiting 
or guns, to be placed in their hands, 
so they can destroy their present 
ruthless leaders. Soviet officials are 
aware of this! They are therefore di- 
recting their efforts to promoting 
revolutions and wars in other nations. 


During the World War, Italy was a 
minor power. Today with large fleets 
of bombing planes, thousands of army 
tanks, and nine million highly trained 
soldiers ready for war, she has become 
one of the major military powers of 
the world. 


Italy can surround her borders with 
an invisible wall of electrical beams 
that will stop the motors of enemy 
planes and send them plunging to the 
ground. The late Guglielmo Marconi 
made experimental tests in which he 
stopped the motors of airplanes one 
hundred miles away. 


Germany is a strong military power. 
Elaborate military highways and sub- 
terranean fortifications are nearing 
completion. The newly developed 
“aerial bomb” will destroy entire cities 
in a few moments. 


Highways are wired with electrical 
current, controlled from underground 
switchboards. This current will stop 
the motors of the automobiles, trucks, 
or tanks of any invading foe. 


Japan, A Modern Miracle 


Japan has advanced her civilization, 
four hundred years, since the dawn of 
the twentieth century. Today, this na- 
tion is one of the most influential in 


the world. Neither China nor Russia 
can cope with the military power of 
Japan. 


The Japanese have perfected a sub- 
marine torpedo which is guided by a 
human occupant. Each torpedo will 
destroy a ship. A large navy could be 
blown up in short order by this minia- 
ture death-dealer. 


It is reported, that as a result of 
twenty years of effort by the Soviet 
propagandists, there are now one hund- 
red million Chinese Communists. Rus- 
sia had hoped to hurl these masses of 
people against Japan. However, the 
Chinese seem to be meeting defeat. 


It is doubtful if any power or com- 
bination of powers, in the eastern 
hemisphere, can cope with the anti- 
Communist triple-alliance of Germany, 
Italy, and Japan. 


The Scriptures predict that toward 
the end of the age there will be three 
great confederacies of nations. These 
seem to be in the process of formation 
at the present time. 


The Northern Confederacy 


This is described in Ezekiel 38:1-6, 
“Set thy face against Gog, the land of 
Magog, the chief prince of Meshech 
and Tubal... I will turn thee back, 
and put hooks into thy jaws... even 
a great company... Persia, Ethiopia, 
and Libya with them . . . Gomer, and 
all his bands; the house of Togarmah 
of the north quarters, and all his 
bands: and many people with thee.” 


The expression, “the chief prince of 
Meshech and Tubal”, actually means 
“the Russian prince of Moscow and 
Tobolsk”. (The word “chief” in the 
passage comes from the proper noun 
Rosh). Germany is here referred to as 
Gomer. The Revised Version reads 
“Cush and Put”, instead of “Ethiopia 
and Libya”. Cush and Put were parts 
of Persia and Syria. 


According to this prophecy, there 
will be an eventual union of Germany 
and Russia. The new confederation 
will finally include a land route to the 
Persian Gulf and the Arabian Sea. The 
Hitler government is said to be facing 


east at the present hour — looking to- 
ward the Ukraine, where the people are 
said to be hoping and praying that he 
will strike, in order to bring them de- 
liverance from Red rule. 


A combination of German brains and 
Russian resources would produce one 
of the most powerful military forces 
in the world. The natural resources of 
Russia are almost unlimited and the 
mechanical ingenuity of the Germans 
has never been surpassed. These na- 
tions could produce war machines that 
would make the world shudder. 


It is difficult to predict just what 
might effect a union of Russia and 
Germany. The Communists are losing 
out in Spain, England, and France. All 
they have left is Russia, Mexico, and 
a slight hold on China. Russia alone 
could not take Germany. 


The Red Internationalists are pull- 
ing every wire to draw the United 
States into war against Germany. 
They want us to fight Germany again 
so that they will be the beneficiaries 
of our bloodshed. That would give the 
retreating Reds a new start in their 
program for world revolution and 
world dominion. 


They would like to have us fight 
another war to make “the world safe 
for democracy”. It develops now that 
“democracy” means “Communism”, to 
the Red propagandists. The Commun- 
ists claim that Russia has the only 
“pure democracy” in the world. 


America Being Propagandized for War 


Some will be amazed at the sugges- 
tion that the United States might wage 
a war for the benefit of Soviet Rus- 
sia — a nation that has murdered mil- 
lions of Christians, burned Bibles, con- 
fiscated church property and destroyed 
the last vestige of free speech and free- 
dom of the press. 


However, it must be remembered that 
New Deal paternalism for Communism 
is a fact, now understood by the whole 
world. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt recognized 
Soviet Russia while her hands were 
dripping with the innocent blood of a 
million martyrs. As yet we have not 
protested the murder of millions of 
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Christians in Russia. We have not 
protested the burning alive of hund- 
reds of priests and nuns in Red Spain. 
We have not protested the confisca- 
tion of Church property in Mexico. 
We have made common cause with 
the Communists in their murderous 
regime and by smug complacency have 
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contented ourselves with making pro- 
tests against the less atrocious crimes 
of other nations. 


The Red Tinge on News 


America has been bombarded with 
“propaganda” in recent weeks. The 
Chicago Tribune in a full page an- 
nouncement, warned the public that 
ninety per cent of the news from 
Europe was “propaganda”, 


A well-informed writer in another 
journal recently said, “Every Euro- 
dispatch is characterized with a 
ustral drop of red ink. It is the object 
of this propaganda .. . to Sovietize the 
foreign policy of the United States”. 


The majority of our people are ac- 
cepting present news reports from 
Europe as gospel truth. Even some un- 
discerning Christians have been de- 
ceived by this pernicious propaganda 
and have made common cause with the 
Communists, in their effort to push 
us into a war, for the benefit of So- 
viet Russia. 


An Associated Press dispatch from 
Washington under the date of Decem- 
ber 1, said, “Assistant Secretary of 
War Louis Johnson revealed today that 
10,000 industrial plants have been given 
‘definite war schedules of produc- 


tion’.” 


The United States is evidently pre- 
paring to fight in Europe. No Euro- 
pean foe is threatening to come here 
to fight us. 

Every conceivable attempt is being 
made to inflame the war passions of 
the American people. The artificial 
hatred thus produced is aimed entirely 
against Germany and Italy. We should 
ask ourselves — Who, or what group, 
would likely be most interested in hav- 
ing us go to war with these two coun- 
tries? 

When we answer this question, we 
will likely have the key to the present 
wave of war propaganda, now being 
released by press and radio. 


Fanning War Flames 


On January 14, Louis Johnson came 
out with another blast, aimed primarily 
against Germany. An Associated Press 
dispatch of this date, from Washing- 
ton says: “Urging national support 
for President Roosevelt’s defense pro- 
gram, Louis Johnson, Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, asserted tonight there 


was a very serious possibility of a- 


globe-sweeping conflagration. 


“He produced from war department 
files, German world war records, some 
of which officials said had not been. 
published. The records showed, he 
said, that ‘our rights were completely 
ignored (by Germany) because we in 
the United States were regarded weak, 
pusillanimous and unworthy of serious 
consideration as potential adversaries’. 
Neither Hindenburg nor Ludendorff 
thought ‘that the intervention of 
America would be of much importance’. 
The German secretary of state for the 
navy (Herr Von Capelle) boldly an- 
nounced: ‘I consider the intervention 
rE a aeaaa to be worth nothing at 


Anybody can see that Johnson’s 
statement was worded in a manner to 
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stir up a feeling of animosity toward 
the German people. Germany is Rus- 
sia’s greatest enemy. Russia stands to 
benefit if the United States can be 
thrown into war against Germany. 


On the other hand, the American 
people should refuse to be drawn into 
any European struggle. The nations 
across the waters should be left alone 
to fight it out among themselves. 


Time Will Tell 


Time will tell just how the union 
of Germany and Russia will be effect- 


*. It may be through war and it may 
not. 


Mussolini may soon become envious 
of Hitler’s power, followed by a rift in 
the friendship of the two dictators. 
Should Germany lose the support of 
Italy and then find Italy arrayed 
against her, she might be forced to 
= hands with Russia for self-preser- 
vation. 


Or should Germany attack Russia 
and be victorious, the people of the two 
nations would be brought together —

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an arrangement which would un- 
doubtedly be satisfactory to the Rus- 
sians. 

In the final analysis there is little 
difference between .the Fascist and 
Communist dictatorships. Fascism 
comes in peaceably and gradually 
tightens its grip on the people. God 
created humans to be free moral agents 
and not to wear the brass collar of 
self-appointed dictators. 


The eastern confederacy may include 
Japan, China, and India with the Japa- 
nese wielding power over the dark- 
skinned people of Asia. They constitute 
nearly one-half of the world’s popula- 
tion: The Scripture reference to “the 
kings of the east”—literally, “the kings 
of the sunrise”, evidently refers to 
Japan which has always been known 
as the kingdom of the rising sun. (Rev. 
16:12-16). 

In addition to the three major con- 
federacies of nations, two minor pow- 
ers are mentioned. A dictator of some 
prominence will arise in Assyria and 
evidently unite his forces with the 
northern confederacy and the kings of 
the east. They will oppose the reviv- 
ed Roman Empire which has as its ally 
the king of the south, a powerful ruler 
in northern Africa. 


Concerning the head of the revived 
Roman Empire, the Scriptures indi- 
cate that the king of the south will 
push “with” him. This is doubtless the 
correct translation of Daniel 11:40. 


The Revived Roman Empire 


The old Roman Empire has been re- 
vived. It was resurrected on May 9, 
1936, when Mussolini designated his 
dominion, “The Empire”. 

The new empire will eventually em- 
brace ten kingdoms which are repre- 
sented by the ten toes of Daniel’s colos-

sus and the ten horns of the beast. 
The Roman Empire once included all 
the territory bordering on the Medi- 
terranean; also England and the re- 
gion of Mesopotamia, as far as the 
Persian Gulf. 


Spain is about to embrace Fascism 
and if this nation is annexed to the 
new Roman Empire, it will indicate 
that one of the ten toes has made its 
appearance. 


France has recently shifted her pow- 
er from the pro-Communist Blum to 
the pro-Fascist Daladier.

Jerusalem’s Testimony To The Lord’s Return 
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NE afternoon last summer we 

stood in the beautiful Garden 
of Gethsemane which lies on the 
lower slopes of the Mount of 
Olives. 


Across the Kidron Valley stood the 
east wall of Jerusalem. 


At a certain point in this wall of the 
city, there is the outline of what was 
once a gate, whose opening is now com- 
pletely closed up with solid masonry. 
It is called the Golden Gate, and is be- 
lieved to be the gate of the Triumphal 
Entry of Christ.

Why was this gate closed? For many 
years there has been a Moslem tradi- 
tion that one day a conqueror would 
enter by this gate and take Jerusalem 
from the Moslems (Baedeker, p. 58). 
The Moslems further believed that Je- 
sus entered Jerusalem through this 
gate when He cleansed the temple, and 
that when He returns, He will come 
through the portal and take Jerusalem 
from them, 


Consequently the Turks walled up 
this gate over four hundred years ago. 
Not satisfied, they kept a guard there 
until Lord Allenby took possession of 
Jerusalem in December, 1917.

Where did the Moslems get this idea 
that Christ at His return would come 
through the Golden Gate? On reading 
the book of Ezekiel, we find the prob- 
able source is one of his prophecies: 
“This gate shall be shut, it shall not be 
opened, and no man shall enter in by 
it; because the Lord, the God of Israel, 
hath entered in by it, therefore it shall - 
be shut. It is for the prince; the prince, 
he shall sit in it to eat bread before 
the Lord, he shall enter «6 the way of 
the porch of that gate, and shall go out 
2) e way of the same.” (Ezekiel 44:2- 


Fearing the return of Christ, the 
Moslem walled up this entrance and 
thus fulfilled the prophecy which says 
that “it shall be shut’. 


As we stood and looked at this walled 
up gate, we realized that the Moslem, 
even though he rejects Christ as the Son 
of God, has forcefully and materially 
testified to the Lord’s return by building 
a great barrier of masonry into this 


Il. 


Later we went over into the old city 
of Jerusalem, and there we saw the 
famous Wailing Wall, which is a por- 
tion of the wall that enclosed the tem- 
ple area. Within this place, Solomon’s 
temple was erected three thousand 
years ago. The temple area covers 35 
— and is completely surrounded by 
a wall. 


The Wailing Wall is a section of the 
western side of this enclosure. It now 
measures 156 feet in length, and is 56 
feet high. The lower portion contains 
nine courses of very large stones, while 
the upper ones are smaller and of 
Turkish origin. 

Several years ago I went down to the 
Wailing Wall with two companions about 
4 o’clock in the afternoon. The sun 
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was low and the breezes cool, so we had 
left our cork helmets at home. Bare- 
headed, we walked into the court which 
stands before the high Wailing Wall, 
and prepared to take pictures of the 
Jews. 


I had taken both still and motion pic- 
tures before, as they stood at this place. 
They had never objected, in fact they 
had completely ignored me. 


This time, before we could get the 
focus set on our cameras, a young Jew 
excitedly came up to us. e seemed 
to 8 no English, nor any other 
modern language which I understood. 
He was terribly upset about something, 
and let loose a volley of language whi 
all the more overwhelmed us because 
we could not understand the jargon. 


He kept Fence yd to our heads, until 
finally it dawned on us that we were 
in a Jewish place of worship, and our 
heads should be covered. Being over 
a mile from our headquarters, we were 
in a predicament. I thought of my 
handkerchief; so B grey a knot in each 
corner, I fashioned a dusting cap and 
ut it on my head. This met with the 
Soot man’s approval, and so my com- 
panions did likewise. I am sure we did 
not lend any dignity to the solemn at- 
mosphere of the Wailing Wall. But 
we were keeping the letter of the law. 


This incident shows the sanctity of 
the place to the Jews. Here they come 
every day, and particularly on Friday 
afternoons. I have never seen the Wail- 
ing Wall in daytime but what there 
were Jews there, leaning against the 
weather-beaten wall, kissing the stones. 
The men often sit for hours at a time, 
as they ponder over the Hebrew prayer 
books which are kept at the wall for 
any who come. 


In an impressive ritual, the leader 
speaks out the urgent words, “Haste, 
Haste, Redeemer of Zion!” How amaz- 
ing it is to find that at this Wailing 
Wall, the ones who once rejected the 
Lord of Glory are crying for His ap- 
pearing. 

Not realizing that He came once, and 
that when He comes in the future it 
will be the second time, these Jews 
make the old Wailing Wall a second 
testimony in Jerusalem to the Lord’s 
return,

A little over a year ago I was stand- 
ing with our group of Holy Land vis- 
itors on the top of the Mount of Olives. 
We had spent the day down at Jericho 
and the Dead Sea, and all of them had 
become so intrigued with their swim 
in the Dead Sea that they were reluc- 
tant to leave. We did not get away 
from the shores of the Dead Sea until 
nearly dusk, and so by the time we 
had covered only a part of the jour- 


ney to Jerusalem, it was completely | 


dark. 


Rolling along the winding road 
made famous by the account of the 


good Samaritan, we finally came to . 


the eastern side of the Mount of Olives. 
Our cars followed a narrow trail up 
the Mount, until we reached the top. 


There lay Jerusalem below us to the 
west, beyond the Kidron Valley. We 
never forget that impressive 

sight. Above us the myriads of stars 
were the most brilliant I ever expect 





to see, and around us lay the hush of 
night, except for a distant call of some 
Arab, or the bark of a dog. 


At our feet, the lights of the golden 
city twinkled, and in the stillness it 
seemed holier than ever before. 


By the light of a small pocket flash- 
light, we read passage after passage 
which told of events connected with 
= very Mount of Olives beneath our 
eet. 


“While they beheld, he was taken 
up; and a cloud received him out of 
their sight. And while they looked 
steadfastly toward heaven as he went 
up, behold, two men stood by them in 
white apparel; which also said, Ye men 
of Galilee, why stand ye gazing up into 
heaven? this same Jesus, which is tak- 
en up from you into heaven, shall so 
come in like manner as ye have seen 
him go into heaven. Then returned 
they unto Jerusalem from the mount 
called Olivet, which is from Jerusalem 
*. — day’s journey.” (Acts 1:9- 


Then, looking into the prophecies of 
the future of this Mount, we read: “Be- 
hold the day of the Lord cometh... . 
And his feet shall stand in that day 
upon the Mount of Olives, which is 
before Jerusalem on the east, and the 
Mount of Olives shall cleave in the 
midst thereof toward the east and to- 
ward the west, and there shall be a 
very great valley” (Zech. 14:1,4). 


We were standing on the Mount 
where His feet shall stand. Hundreds 
of other travellers to the Holy Land 
have stood on this Mount, giving tes- 
timony to their expectancy of the Lord 
who shall return. 


“On Palm Sunday a group of local 


Christians come together on the slo 
of the Mount every year. There they 
worship the Lord Who years ago spent 
many a night there, after a day of 
ministering in the city of Jerusalem. 
But they not only look back to His 
earthly life and His death, but also 
forward to His coming. 


So the Mount of Olives is the third 
place which bears a witness in Jeru- 
salem to the second advent of Christ. 


IV. 


We have seen that the followers of 
the three religious faiths represented 
in Jerusalem, the Jew, the Moslem, and 
the Christian all bear witness to His 
statement, “I will come again”. The 
Moslem in fear and apprehension, the 
Jew in spiritual blindness, and the 
Christian in joyous expectation of His 
— Lord — all testify to His re- 

rn. 


_So I like to think of Jerusalem, the 
Zion of the Psalmist, expressing in its 
physical features an_ expectation of 
Christ. The Golden Gate, now walled, 
will witness His future triumphal en- 
try. The great stones of the Wailing 
Wall, now bathed with the tears of “his 
own who received him not”, will in 
that day be forgotten because the 
“Rock of Ages” will then dwell among 
men. 


Finally, the Mount of Olives, now 
partly covered with oriental cemeteries, 
the abode of the dead, will cleave to 
_ way for the Giver of Life Etern- 
a 


“The Lord shall be King over all the 
earth; in that day shall there be one 
Lord, and his name one” (Zech, 14:9). 
“Even so come, Lord Jesus.”

ALeonc the rugged and rock-bound 
coast of Norway, there are a mul- 
titude of islands where many hardy 
Norsemen make a precarious living, 
partly from their small farms, and 
partly from the fish they are able to 

ther from the wide and often storm- 
riven North Sea. 


On one of these islands was born, 
fifty-three years ago, a lad who was 
given the distinctly Norse name of Hal- 
dor Lillenas. At an early age, his par- 
ents crossed the Atlantic in an old 
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cattle boat, which required two weeks 
for the crossing from Liverpool, Eng- 
land, to Quebec, Canada. The first 
two years were spent in a sod house 
on the prairies of South Dakota. 


Then, the family moved to northwest- 
ern Oregon where they lived in the 
heavy timber section of that State. 
Here Mr. Lillenas composed his first 
song in the Norwegian language, al- 
though he was too timid a lad to ever 
tell anyone about it. 


At the age of 19 his first song was 
published, the title of same being 
“Dreaming of Days Gone By”. Three 
years later, he began writing sacred 
songs but for many years little or no 
success crowned his efforts. However, 
among ten songs which were sold to 
one publisher for 50c each, one became 
popular. Since that time, nearly three 
thousand hymns have been written and 
most of them published. They are to 
be found in song books used by nearly 
all denominations. ~*

of Jesus”, “It Is Glory Just to Walk

The True Israel

THE Scriptures plainly teach 

that God called Abraham and 
gave him Isaac, his son, through 
whom the promised Seed (the Re- 
deemer of the world) was to come. 


Of the sons of Isaac, God elected 
Jacob, whose name was changed to Is- 
rael. Jacob’s twelve sons became the 
tribal heads of the nation chosen to re- 
ceive adoption, glory, covenants, the 
law, the tabernacle and temple service, 
and the promises in order to fulfil) the 
purpose of God in Christ who was to 
come from the tribe of Judah and the 
house of David. (See Rom. 9:4). 


Here are verses which, with others 
from the Old Testament, throw light 


on the subject of the chosen people: 


“For thou art an holy people unto 
the Lord thy God: the Lord thy God 
hath chosen thee to be a special people 
unto himself, above all people that are 
upon the face of the earth. 


“The Lord did not set his love upon 
you, nor choose you, because ye were 
more in number than any people; for 
ye were the fewest of all people: But 
because the Lord loved you, and because 
he would keep the oath which he had 
nes unto your fathers. .. .” (Deut. 
7:6-8). 


. No greatness of their own made them 
eligible. They were unimportant. Only 
God’s blessings upon them made them 
great. 
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Their father, Abraham, was a Syrian, 
and God wanted them to remember 
their insignificant origin. When mak- 
ing the offering of firstfruits, they 
were required to speak and say before 
the Lord God, “A Syrian ready to per- 
ish was my father”. 


Nation to be Destroyed if Not Obedient 


Much has been said about God’s un- 
conditional promises, but let us keep 
clearly in mind that while God’s eter- 
nal purpose in Christ involves uncon- 
ditional promises because of His will- 
ingness to redeem men from sin, the 
promises made to Israel with regards 
to national prosperity or destruction, 
were conditional. 


“And it shall be, if thou do at all 
forget the Lord thy God, and walk af- 
ter other gods, and serve them, and 
worship them, I testify against you this 
day that ye shall surely perish. As 
the nations which the Lord destroyeth 
before your face, so shall ye perish; 
because ye would not be obedient unto 
the voice of the Lord your God.” (Deut. 
8:19,20) 


Their continuance in the favor of 
God was dependent upon their obedi- 
ence in holiness. God said, “For thou 
art an holy people unto the Lord thy 
God.” (Deut. 14:2) 


“Now therefore, if ye will obey my 
voice indeed, and keep my covenant, 
then ye shall be a peculiar treasure un- 
to me above all people for all the earth 
is mine.” (Ex. 19:5) 


_ No legitimate claim to divine bless- 
ings can be made by anyone who is un- 
righteous. Wicked descendants of Abra- 
ham cannot win God’s favor’ just be- 
cause of their nationality. John the 
Baptist made that plain. 


“But when he saw many of the 
Pharisees and Sadducees come to his 
baptism, he said unto them, O genera- 
tion of vipers, who hath warned you to 
flee from the wrath to come? Bring 
forth therefore fruits meet for re- 
pentance:: And think not to say with- 
in yourselves, We have Abraham to our 
father: for I say unto you, that God is 
able of these stones to raise up children 
unto Abraham.” (Matt. 3:7-10) 


Whether the physical descendants of 
Abraham, Isaac and Jacob would inherit 
the promises of blessing and life made 
to the fathers, or perish under the 
curse of God was made contingent upon 
their qualification. 


Moses cautioned them beforehand not 
to take the credit for triumph over 
Canaanites, and possession of the Land. 
He would have them understand that 
the accomplishment. of this would be 


possible for two reasons. First, the 
wickedness of the nations to be driven 
out from before them, and secondly, be- 
cause of God’s Messianic promises. 
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Moses also predicted the downfall of 
the nation, as follows: 


“I call heaven and earth to witness 
against you this day, that ye shall soon 
utterly perish from off the land where- 
unto ye go over Jordan to possess it; 
- shall not prolong your days upon it, 
= utterly be destroyed.” (Deut. 

Later verses in this chapter indicate 
that although their number would be 
— reduced and the remainder 

riven from the land of Palestine and 
dispersed, God promised a restoration 
if they would in their tribulation turn 
to God and seek Him with all their 
heart and soul. 


In doing so, God did not forget his 
promises to their fathers concerning 
the redemption to be accomplished by 
Christ. God’s love for the world and 
a purpose to send a Savior could not 

ail. 


It should be constantly borne in mind 
that certain providential blessings rest- 
ed upon these people between Eden and 
Bethlehem’s manger, because of the 
“Seed” promised in Genesis 3:15. A 
blood-line, a “highway of the Seed”, 
runs from the Fall of Man to the In- 
carnation of the Eternal Son. 


It is a sad account, indeed, upon 
which we are obliged to look for a 
record of the nation’s sins. Moses said 
to the people he had devotedly endeav- 
ored to lead, ““Ye have been rebellious 
against the Lord from the day that I 
knew you.” Read the 78th and 106th 
Psalms for a concise review of their 
grievous offenses. 


Stephen, briefly stated the situation 
which existed after God’s mighty deliv- 
erance: “To whom our fathers would 
not obey, but thrust him from them, 
and in their hearts turned back again 
to Egypt.” Then he went on to show 
how they gave themselves over to idol- 
atry. 

After the Lord mercifully brought 
them into the land of promise, an 
blessed them as no other nation in the 
world, they turned away from Him and 
the curses pronounced by God through 
Moses came upon them. They were 
overcome by their enemies and finally 
driven from the land, suffering the 
hardships which resulted from their 
sins, 

The awful details are too numerous 
to mention here. 
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Israel Restored to the Land 


After their dispersion and captivity 
had sobered them, and they had been 
cured of idolatry, God permitted them to 
return to the land from which they had 
been driven. This restoration, follow- 
ing their penitence, was in preparation 
for the fulfillment of God’s Messianic 
promise, 


Daniel’s national confession and the 
prayer he made near the end of the 
seventy-year captivity, brought forth 
the divine revelation concerning God’s 
purpose in Christ, to be accomplished 
through the restored nation during the 
“seventy weeks” (490 years) following 
“the going forth of the commandment 
to restore and to build Jerusalem.” 
(Dan. 9) 


Although all of the people did not 
return, a careful study of the Scrip- 
tures reveals the fact that a greater 
number returned than a _ superficial 
survey would disclose. The fact that 
Ezra 6:17 refers to “twelve he-goats” 
offered in sacrifice, shows that all 
twelve tribes were represented in the 
return. Ezra says “all Israel dwelt in 
their cities” after the re-settlement. 


Time and space do not permit an 
elaborate exposition here of the extent 
of fulfillment of prophecies concerning 
the privileges and blessings enjoyed by 
the nation after its release from cap- 
tivity. However, we should not over- 
look the fact that not only in Palestine, 
but in other parts of the world, which 
they were free to leave had they wished 
to return to Canaan, the children of 
Israel enjoyed self-government, some- 
thing like the liberty afforded in the 
foreign settlement in China before the 
present Japanese invasion. 


Even when the Romans extended 
their jurisdiction to Palestine this 
right was not taken away. Besides, in 
many instances, they were favored 
above the rank and file, by exemption 
— military service and other bur- 
ens. 


Remember, their magnificent temple 
standing in Jerusalem, at the time of 
Christ, had been reconstructed by Her- 
od the Roman; forty-six years in build- 
ing. (John 2:20) 

“When the fulness of time was come, 
God sent forth His Son.” 


Israel’s Rejection of Christ 


Although the prophetic Scriptures 
had gone forth, that the Savior would 
come in physical form, because He 
would be born of a woman (Gen. 83:15) 
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and be of human generation (Isa, 11: 
1), and divine because of a virgin moth- 
er (Isa. 7:14; Micah 5:3), the birth- 
place designated (Micah 5:2), His line- 
age definitely outlined (Gen. 12:8; 17: 
19; 21:12; 28:14; 49:10; Isa. 9:7; Jer. 
23:5), the nature of His ministry 

ly defined and a hundred other proph- 
ecies concerning His life and death 
were being fulfilled before their very 
eyes, yet “His own received Him net”. 


True, there was a believing remnant, 
concerning which we shall have some- 
thing more to say later, who were faith- 
fully looking for the Messiah and ac- 
cepted John the Baptist as His fore- 
runner—the Elijah promised by proph- 
ecy to prepare the way of the Lord. 
This remnant believed in Jesus as the 
Christ when He came, but the nation’s 
leaders rejected and crucified the 
Prince of glory. 


In exact fulfillment of their Seri 
tures, Jesus proved to be the Messiah. 
Yet, the carnal, materialistic interpre- 
tation placed upon the prophecies by 
the nation’s leaders, coupled with their 
love for themselves and unwillingness 
to submit to Christ’s supremacy, led 
bag to envy, hatred, and finally, mur- 
er. 


The Apostle Peter summed it up in 
these words: 


“The God of Abraham, and of Isaae, 
— Turn To Page 14. 
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ISRAEL. 


and of Jacob, the God of our fathers, 
hath glorified his Son Jesus; whom ye 
delivered up, and denied him in the 
presence of Pilate, when he was deter- 
mined to let him go. But ye denied the 
Holy One and the Just, and desired a 
murderer to be granted unto you; And 
killed the Prince of life, whom God hath 
raised from the dead; whereof we are 
witnesses.” 


This does not excuse the Gentiles by 
any means for the part they had in the 
crucifixion. However, we are now con- 
sidering the reasons for the rejection 
of Jesus by the leaders of the nation of 
which Jesus was a part and to whom He 
came. 


Jesus was not the kind of a Messiah 
they desired. As we have seen, He ful- 
filled in every detail the Old Testament 
prophecies concerning His coming nine- 
teen hundred years ago, but did not 
satisfy their imaginations of a proper 
Messiah. Their ams of a king in 
regal splendor, of earthly glory, had no 
come true. Their egotism had not been 
satiated. 

Jesus’ immediate relatives were not 


the great and mighty, and the rich and 
Joseph brought a 
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thing good could come out of the city 
of Nazareth. Jerusalem would have 
been a much nicer place to live—the 
logical place for the residence and 
headquarters of a king worthy of their 
acceptance, 


Jesus, in fulfillment of prophecy 
preached the gospel to the poor, opened 
the eyes of the blind, unstopped the 
ears of the deaf, caused the lame to 
walk, and healed all manner of sickness 
and disease. (Isa. 29:18,19) He did not 
cater to the rich, but watched them as 
they proudly deposited their contribu- 
tions, and instead of praising them, de- 
clared that the poor widow who contri- 
buted her last mite gave more than 
they all. 


Because Jesus raised Lazarus from 
the dead, they wanted to kill Lazarus, 


Defender 
as well as Jesus. (John 12:10) They 
would prevent Jesus, if possible, from 
healing suffering humanity on the Sab- 
bath Day, perfectly willing for the sick 
to suffer longer, rather than have their 


interpretation concerning the Sabbath 
altered. 


“Then the Pharisees went out, and 
held a council against him, how they 
might destroy him.” (Matt. 12:14) 


Their concept of the Kingdom of 
God was carnal, fleshly and material. 
They were not interested in righteous- 
ness and peace and joy in the Holy 
Ghost. (Rom. 14:11) They resented 
the teaching of Jesus that the Kingdom 
belonged to the poor in spirit, (Matt. 5: 
8); that the new birth was necessary 
to entrance therein, (John 3:3,5); that 
publicans and harlots were going in 
ahead of them. They thought that be- 
cause of their physical eration, they 
were a in the * ue lg They 
answered Him, “We be Abraham’s 
seed”, They believed in “racial salva- 
tion”. 

When questioned by Pilate, Jesus 
answered, “My kingdom is not of this 
world; if my kingdom were of this 
world then would my servants fight, 
that I should not be delivered to the 
Jews: but now is my kingdom not from 
thence.” (John 18:36) 


They knew when they accused Jesus 
before the Roman governor, that the 
One they were rejecting was not guilty 
of sedition, because He did not come to 
set up an earthly kingdom. If He had 
fulfilled their fondest dreams and done 
so, He would have been guilty of sedi- 
tion, before the Roman tribunal and 
worthy of death. 


They rejected Him because they were 
not willing to repent, and confess their 
sins, and be born of the Spirit, thus 
entering the Kingdom of God through 
the Door, Jesus Christ. 


Rejection Followed by Greater Sin _ 


Those responsible for the part they 
had in the crucifixion of the Son of 
God could have been forgiven. 


Ignorance or oversight of that spoken 
by their prophets, concerning the suffer- 
ing, rejection, and death of the Messiah, 
in their zealous expectation of a king 
to re-establish their nation on a mate- 
rial basis, thus bringing the physical 
descendants of Jacob (Israel) into con- 
spicuous political, and financial su- 
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premacy among the nations of the 
world, was responsible to a large extent 
for their untoward attitude. 


Therefore, God in mercy had the gos- 
pel of Christ (crucified, buried and 
risen) first preached to them in the 
power of the Holy Spirit, in order that 
they might repent and be converted. 
Said Peter: 


“And now, brethren, I wot that 
through ignorance ye did it, as did also 
your rulers. But those things, which 
God before had shewed by the mouth of 
all his prophets, that Christ should 
suffer, he hath so fulfilled. Repent ye 
therefore, and be converted, that your 
sins may be blotted out, when the times ° 
of refreshing shall come from the pres- 
ence of the Lord.” (Acts 3:17-19) 


However, the rulers of the people and 
elders of Israel and the Scribes, for 
the most part, did not repent but resist- 
ed the Holy Spirit, who came to lead 
them to Christ and to bring them into 
the Kingdom. 


Spirit-filled apostles were apprehend- 
ed, imprisoned, and forbidden to teach 
in Jesus’ name. After the Apostles 
were miraculously delivered from pri- 
son, and the high priest had complained 
because Jerusalem was filled with the 
disciples’ teaching, Peter replied, “We 
ought to obey God rather than man. 
The God of our fathers raised up Jesus, 
whom ye slew and~hanged on a tree. 
Him hath God exalted with his right 
hand, a Prince and a Saviour for to give 
repentance to Israel, and forgiveness 
of sins”. This declaration cut the lead- 
ers to the heart, and they purposed to 
slay the apostles also. 


__ The record of the stoning of Stephen 
illustrates their attitude. He answered 
their false charges as follows: “Ye 
stiffnecked and uncircumcised in heart 
and ears, ye do always resist the Holy 
Ghost: as your fathers did, so do ye.

This pronouncement was in keeping 
with a former statement (made after 
the manifestation of faith, of a centu- 
rion) which spelled doom upon the na- 
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Before ascending to heaven, in the 
sight of His disciples and after His res- 
urrection, the Lord Jesus appeared to 
as many as five hundred at once. On 
the day of Pentecost about three thou- 
sand believed and later the number 
came to be five thousand. 


Saul of Tarsus, the persecutor who 
had kept the raiment of them that slew 
Stephen, was convicted by, and con- 
verted to the Lord Jesus Christ, and be- 
came the Apostle Paul. These men went 
from place to place “preaching the 
kingdom of God, and teaching those 
things which concern the Lord Jesus 
Christ”. (Acts 28:31) 

Thus came about the saving of the 
remnant, and the Gentiles as fellow- 
heirs of the promises to Abraham, as 
we shall see later. 


The Apostle Paul in the ninth chap- 
ter of his epistle to the Romans quotes 
the prophecy of Isaiah concerning the 
saving of the remnant, as follows: 
“Though the number of Israel be as the

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that ye are Abraham’s seed; but ye 
seek to kill me because my word hath 
no place in you.

The Apostle Paul in his letter to the 
Romans, clearly sets forth the same 
truth. “For they are not all Israel, 
which are of Israel: Neither because 
they are the seed of Abraham, are they 
all children: but in Isaac shall thy seed 
be called. That is, They which are the 
children of the flesh, these are not the 
children of God: but the children of the 
promise are counted for the (reckoned 
for a) seed.” (Rom. 9:6-8) 


Alsc in his Galatian letter, Paul 
makes it plain that Christ is THE 
SEED to whom God referred in his cov- 
enant with Abraham. “Now to Abra- 
ham and his seed were the promises 
made. He saith not, and to seeds, as 
of many; but as of one, and to thy seed, 
which is Christ. And if ye be Christ’s 
then are ye Abraham’s seed and heirs 
— to the promise.” (Gal. 3:16, 


Notice here the difference between 
seed and seeds. Christ is the Seed. 
Covenant blessings belong to those in 


Christ, and not on the basis of racial 
preference. 


“All the seed” of Abraham, includes 
all who believe—Gentiles who are not 
children of Abraham according to the 
flesh, as well as the believing remnant 
of Israel. This is what Paul wrote 
about in the following quotation: 
“Therefore it is of faith, that it might 
be by grace; to the end the promise 
might be sure to all the seed; not to 
that only which is of law, but to that 
also which is of the faith of Abraham; 
who is the father of us all, (As it is 
written, I have made thee a father of 
many nations) ... .” Rom. 4:16,17. 


The same thought is presented 
in the following verses of Paul’s 
Galatian epistle: “Know ye there- 
fore that they which are of faith, 
the same are the children of Abra- 
ham. And the scripture, foresee- 
ing that God would justify the Gen- 
tiles through faith, preached be- 
forehand the gospel unto Abraham, 
saying, In thee shall all nations be 
blessed. So then they which be of 
faith are blessed with faithful 
Abraham.” Gal. 3:7-9. 


IN OTHER WORDS, ALL WHO 
ACCEPT CHRIST, REGARDLESS 
OF THEIR NATIONALITY ARE 
NOW MEMBERS OF THE TRUE 
agg — CHILDREN OF ABRA- 
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[Tt would be almost impossible to 

evaluate the contribution which 
the printing press has made to the 
advance of the Christian Church. 


For many dark centuries, only a few 
monks and high churchmen owned 
Bibles — now every Christian home 
may possess one. The course of na- 
tions have been altered by spontaneous 
outbursts of Christian literature. It has 
been well said that the printing press 
is our greatest “evangelist”. 


Letterpress printing has been re- 
ferred to as the medium which turned 
the darkness of the middle ages into 
light; which secured for posterity the 
intellectual achievements of the past; 
and furnished civilization a means of 
recording all future progress. 

*s *s * 


Research bears out the fact that the 
Chinese were the first printers. The 
oldest known printed book, made from 
wood blocks, was discovered in the 
Chinese province of Kausu, at the turn 


of the century. It bears the statement 
“Printed on May 11, 868, by Wang 
Chieh, for free general distribution, 
in deep reverence to perpetuate the 
memory of his parents”. \ 


Printing from movable type was first 
done by Pi Sheng in China during the 
years 1041 to 1049. Both event are well 
authenticated. 


Although not an established certain- 
ty, it is assumed that the invention of 
printing in Europe took place about 
1440. Just as historians cannot be 
sure of this date, so it is also con- 
jectured as to who the inventor really 
was, and where the invention took 
place. 


Generally agreed, however, is the 
fact that certain “letters of indulgence” 
were the first documents bearing a 
printed date, and these were produced 
from type cast in a mould and issued in 
1454 and 1455. This work has been 
ascribed to Johann Gutenberg. 


From the crude press in the quaint 
little German village of Mainz, a Vul- 
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gate Bible was published in 1456. This 
also has been attributed to the skilled 
workmanship of Johann Gutenberg, 
the strongest claimant for the honor of 
being the inventor of printing. This 
Bible lighted the torch which consumed 
the dross of superstition and ignorance, 
and blazed the trail for the coming of 
the Luther-inspired Protestant Refor- 
mation. 


The Gutenberg Bible, as it is known, 
is traditionally accepted as the first 
book printed from movable type in 
Europe. The pages are illuminated to 
give the effect of a hand-copied manu- 
script, as desired by the printers, who 
did not wish their invention discovered. 
The book was probably printed in ten 
sections on six presses, working 
simultaneously. Of nearly 300 copies, 
only 45 are known to be in existence 
today. 

In Dr. Winrod’s “workshop”, there 
is a photograph of a Gutenberg Bible, 
presented to him by a friend who own- 
ed one of the rare copies. 


From Mainz, the art of printing 
spread throughout the continent. The 
first press was set up in America by 
Stephen Day and his eighteen-year-old 
— Matthew, at Cambridge, Mass., in 
1638. 


The printing industry has made rapid 
progress since the seventeenth century. 
It is a long step from the crude wood 
carvings of the past, to the productions 
of striking physical beauty, which are 
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being turned out by the printing 
equipment of the twentieth century. 
* * * 


There has recently been struck from 
the presses of the John Rudin and Com- 
pany, in Chicago, a beautiful eight- 
volume production, which competent 
critics believe, reaches the highest pin- 
nacle of the ingenious art of printing. 


It is called The Book of Life. 


A wise man once said, “There is noth- 
ing new under the sun”, but after view- 
ing these precious volumes, beholding 
their physical beauty, and deeply spir- 
itual contents, this reviewer reverent- 
ly questions if Solomon actually envi- 
sioned such craftmanship. 

The series of Christian books is some- 
thing new. As Johann Gutenberg’s 
first Bible pioneered a new era, The 
Book of Life pioneers a new field in 
Christian literature. They are literary 
classics. 

An engraving has been reproduced on 
the front of each, hewn out of a rich 
blue cover, picturing an open Bible in 
bold relief, behind and over which, is 
a candlestick with seven blazing 
candles. This tells the marvelous story, 
that “The Entrance of THY WORD 
Giveth Light’. 

The primary aim of The Book of 
Life, the editors declare, is to get the 
Bible read, to help people study, ap- 
preciate, understand, and enjoy it. The 
editors have put Scriptural background 
into their volumes, and used every pos- 
sible plan and piece of historical in- 
formation to interpret the Bible a 
real and living book. They have added 
nothing to the Bible — for no man can 
do that; but have simply attempted to 
restore the conditions. settings, and 
ancient customs, as they are related to 
Scripture, in order to illustrate the 
sacred text — that the Bible may live 
again for this generation. 


Each volume is a comprehensive 
study. The Authors permit the Bible, 
through selected passages, to tell its 
own story. Beginning with Volume 
One, the whole series is so graded and 
arranged as to offer an exceedingly in- 
teresting perusal of the entire Bible. A 
child may grow into manhood and, by 
using this attractive set of Bible 
studies, obtain a polished Biblical edu- 
cation. They are just that complete! 


Each volume contains many beauti- 
ful photographs, which have captured 
the vivid natural colors of the Land 
which knew our Lord in the days of 
His flesh. Also contained on the glossy 
pages are reproductions of world-

famous art masterpieces, dealing with 
sacred themes, the work of masters. 


It is believed that no work on the 
Bible has ever brought together a col- 
lection of pictures so educational and 
stimulating. These productions, over 
seven hundred in number, have been 
chosen for their educational value, be- 
cause they actually illustrate the Word; 
they give the background against which 
the Bible heroes, prophets, and saints 
walked and spoke, lived and died, for 
God, Truth and Country. 


The art productions were obtained 
from the great European Galleries. 
They include a very complete history 
of Christian Art, from the first crude 
symbols of the Catacombs, down to the 
work of modern English, French, and 
American masters. 


Volume Two, entitled “Bible Heroes 
and Pioneers”, considers the lad who 
is deeply moved by hero-worship. The 
personal element of Old Testament 
characters predominate. Stories of 
matchless dramatic interest, are told of 
remote days, describing the dealings of 
God with humanity. Then come the 
stories of great pioneers, the shepherd 
princes of Palestine, of the days of 
captivity in Egypt, of the escape from 
bondage and training in the desert un- 
der the leadership of one of the world’s 
greatest statesmen and law-givers, and 
of days of conflict and struggle in 
Canaan. 

Volume Three is entitled “Bible 
Kings and Captains”. This volume tells 
the inspired story of the Hebrew King- 
dom, under its great kings—Saul, David, 
and Solomon. Running parallel with 
their absorbing history, is the story 
of the great nations of Assyria, Baby- 
lonia, and Persia, which rose to power, 
destroyed kingdoms and later faded 
away in their sins. 

Volume Four is entitled “Bible 
Prophets and Statesmen”. The editors 
believe the greatest literature of the 
world. the loftiest, the most inspired, 
is found in the sermons, messages, and 
poems of Biblical prophets and states- 
men. Consequently, much effort has 
been made in this volume to restore the 
background, to furnish explanatory 
matter, pictures and notes which will 
make the facts live again in their 
ancient power and beauty. It is a por- 
tion of the Bible, they observe, which 
has been greatly neglected, except by 
keen-sighted, discerning men — leaders 
of the people, like Lincoln, Gladstone 
and Bright. 

Volume Five, entitled “Bible Poetry”, 
is a collection of beautiful poems and 
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songs, including the Psalms, the in- 
spired music of the Old Testament, 
ranging from the lyric to the majestic 
organ music of the modern hymns of 
the Faith. The Book of Job, one of the 
most sublime poems in all literature, is 
given in dramatic form. 

Volume Six is entitled “Life of the 
Master”. Here, indeed, is a precious, 
heart-warming volume. The life of the 
Master of men is the culmination of 
prophecy, the flower of the long pre 
aration of humanity through struggle 
and suffering. The Life of Jesus 
Christ is the supreme inspiration. “In 
Him was life and the life was the — 
of men”. In this volume, His earthly 
pilgrimage is given in a continuous 
narrative in which the gospel of Mat- 
thew, Mark, and Luke are combined. 
The beginnings of the Christian 
Church, recorded in the early chapters 
of the Book of Acts, are also included. 

Volume Seven is entitled “Paul, His 
Life and Letters”. Paul’s adventures, 
by land and sea, have all the interest 
and color of romance — truth more in- 
teresting than fiction. He was beaten, 
stoned, left for dead, cast into prison, 
shipwrecked, yet he continued with un- 
daunted courage and unshaken faith, 
until the good fight was fought, the 
long course finished, the great task 
done. He was conqueror, though he 
never drew a sword; he was the Cap- 
tain of the new Faith. 

The concluding Volume, entitled “Bi- 
ble Educator”, sums up entire ser- 
ies. It contains the reference index. 
The authors have brought together 
from many sources, the most helpfu 
devices and suggestions for the effec- 
tive use of the other volumes of The 
Bock of Life. 

The average number of pages of each 
volume is four hundred and fifty. Each 
individual set is bound in the latest 
binding which insures long life. 

The handsome external beauty of 
The Book of Life is a tribute to the 
art of printing, also to Johann Guten- 
berg and his successors who have labor- 
ed unceasingly to make the science of 
printing serve in the advancement of 
Christ’s truth on the earth. Those 
who collaborated in producing this 
twentieth-century masterpiece have 
earned the thanks and admiration of

Dr. Sullivan is a well known Christian 
attorney. On January 10, 1939 he testified be- 
fore the Senate Judiciary Subcommittee against 
sending Felix Frankfurter to the United States 
Supreme Court. Four days later, he mailed a 
copy of the accompanying article to every mem- 
ber of the United States Senate. 


JN the American Republic, all 
should have equal rights before 
the law. 


No Christian or so-called Christian, 
who is intolerant of the equal right of 
others than Christians can possibly 
qualify for public office. Nor can a 
Jew or so-called Jew, who is intolerant 
of the equal rights of others than 
Jews. Undiluted impartiality, without 
regard to race or creed, is a prime re- 
quirement of fundamental American- 
ism, which is civilization’s finest safe- 
guard against either a Soviet America 
or a Nazi America. 


Failure to preserve such undiluted 
impartiality in other countries has 
caused the unfortunate lining up of 
Nations in rival groups, formed on so- 
called racial lines. The presumptuous 
claim by any group or so-called race, 
to superior rights or dominating power 
over other races, is foreign to American 
ideas and ideals, and, unless seasonably 
resisted, may engulf all humanity in 
a whirlpool of destruction. The Ameri- 
can Republic must remain aloof. 


In past ages so-called Christian in- 
tolerance has been blamed for much 
of the world friction. But, since the 
advent of the 20th Century, the bar- 
barous murders of millions of Chris- 
tians in the bloody Soviet and Red 
Spain, have shown the necessity of look- 
ing elsewhere for the cause, particular- 
ly since the Christian doctrine of uni- 
versal brotherly love, the cornerstone 
of the American Republic, became bet- 
ter known and proclaimed, with toler- 
ance and equal rights for all peoples. 


| bad the Jewish Chronicle (London) of 
April 28, 1911, an article by Ameri- 
can Rabbi Solomon Schindler, entitled 
“BREAKING WITH ASSIMILA- 
TION”, was published, declaring: 


“Fifty years ago we seemed near as- 
similation. Then a cloud came up out 
of thé East and covered the world. It 
brought here to us two millions of peo- 
ple. Whilst they were different from 
us in appearance and habits, there were 
ties of blood between us and they 
brought a new spirit amongst us. They 


surrounded us like an army.” 


It was during such fifty years — 
in fact, during the preceding twenty 
years, namely, in 1894 — that Felix 
Frankfurter came from the East, Vien- 
na, Austria, to the United States. In 
a book, “A History of the Jewish peo- 
ple,” by Max L. Margolis and Alexander 
Marx, published by the Jewish Publi- 
cation Society of America in 1927, it 
was asserted: 

“The translation of so many hun- 


dreds of thousands of East-European 
Jews to England and America was 


necessarily productive of an internal 
transformation of Jewish life, both 
among immigrants and old-time resi- 
dents.” 


In another well-known Jewish book, 
“History and Destiny of the Jews” by 
Josef Kastein, the assertion has been 
made that, “The Talmud, which they 
carried with them everywhere, became 
their home.” 


A similar assertion is made in recent 
leaflet issued by the Anti-Defamation 
League of the prominent Jewish organi- 
zations, B’Nai B’Rith, such leaflet be- 
ing labeled “Fireside Discussion No. 
VII”, stating: “When the law of the 
Jewish State disappeared, the law of 
the Talmud took its place.” ... “We 
are the children of a tradition, of a 
great and noble tradition. We are 
united by that tradition.” ...: “Ap- 
proximately a race, definitely a type, 
and consciously a unity, we are an 
historic people — a world community.” 


In the Jewish Chronicle (London) of 
April 28, 1911, it was explained that 
Jewish community organizations are 
called “Kehillahs”, and include “all 
wings of Jewry”, being “neutral” as to 
“religion”. 

Although the tradition, thus 
claimed to unite such “world com- 
munity”, is also claimed to be 
“great and noble”, a recent Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch of September 
24, ‘1937, gave the startling news 
that, in a world-wide poll of Jew- 
ish communities the Soviet Com- 
missar Litvinoff had been elected, 
along with Felix Frankfurter and 
118 others, to the “Jewish Hall 
of Fame” as the “120 greatest liv- 
ing Jews”, to be held up as “living 
ideals” to Jewish youth. 


A “world community” willing to hold 
Red Litvinoff up to Jewish youth as a 
“liv ideal” can hardly claim to be 
united by “a great and noble tradition”. 
The lack of protest by Frankfurter 
against such a monstrous condition is, 
obviously, consistent only with his own 
contentment about it — something ut- 
terly abhorrent to American ideals, in 
fact, to all civilized ideals, 


We are accordingly, in duty bound 
to inquire into the so-called “great 
and noble tradition”, identified as the 
Talmud, which is claimed to unite the 
members of International World Jew- 
ry. 

The authentic Jewish book “A His- 
tory of the Jewish People”, already re- 
ferred to, states that such “tradition” 
was of rabbinical origin in a group or 
sect known as “Pharisees”, who claimed 
the right to “read into the Scriptural 
Word”. The ignoble character of what 
they did “read into” the Scriptural 
Word should be apparent from what 
Christ said to the Pharisee leaders who 
came out to see Him: “Why do you 
also transgress the Commandment of 
God for your tradition?” 


But, let us go beyond general conclu- 
sions. In all fairness, let us ascertain 
something regarding the precise tenets 
of the Talmud as still proclaimed. 


The Library of Congress contains an 
authentic edition of the Talmud, in the 
English language, comprising eight vol- 
umes, published as recently as 1935, 
by The Soncino Press, London, and with 
a Foreword of sanction by the Very 
Rev. Chief Rabbi, Dr. J. H. Hertz. It 
bears the Library serial number 439- 
789, and the catalogue listing “BM 500 
.E6”, and also the special number 151 
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given to the set out of a total issue of 
1000. In the Foreword, the Chief Rab- 
bi admits that: “It (Talmud) has been 
proscribed and imprisoned, and burnt, 
a hundred times over.” 


In Vol. I, pp. 211-215, of this ve 
recent authentic edition of the Talmud, 
the rule is laid down that an Israelite 
is not a “neighbor” of anyone except 
another Israelite, and is not liable to 
others, but others are liable to him, 
for goring by one ox of another. It is 
claimed, in a foot-note, that such others 
“should guard their cattle from doing 
damage”, thus assuming that the pub- 
lic domain everywhere belongs solel 
to Israelites. The fact that such ran 
discrimination has been persisted in 
throughout the ages is expressly admit- 
ted, as follows: 


“Our Rabbis taught: The Govern- 
ment of Rome had long ago sent two 
Commissioners to the Sages of Israel 
with a request to teach them the Torah. 
It was accordingly read to them once, 
twice and thrice. Before taking leave 
they made the following remark: We 
have gone carefully through your Tor- 
ah, and found it correct with the ex- 
ception of this point, viz., your saying 
that if an ox of an Israelite gores an 
ox of a Canaanite there is no liability, 
whereas if the ox of a Canaanite gores 
an ox of an Israelite, whether Tam or 
Ma’ud, compensation has to be paid 
in full. In no case can this be right. 
For if the implication of “his neighbor” 
has to be insisted upon, why then in 
the case of an ox of a Canaanite gor- 
ing an ox of an Israelite should there 
also not be exemption? If (on the other 
hand) ‘the implication of ‘his neighbor’ 
has not to be insisted upon, why then 
even in the case of an ox of an Israelite 
goring an ox of a Canaanite should 
there not be liability. We will, how- 
ever, not report the matter to our gov- 
ernment.” (page 215) 


In Vol. V, page 388, it is stated: 


“With respect to robbery — if one 
stole or robbed or (seized) a beautiful 
woman, or (committed) similar offens- 
es, if (these were perpetrated) by one 
Cuthean against another, (the theft, 
etc.) must not be kept, and likewise, 
(the theft) of an Israelite by a Cu- 
thean, but that of a Cuthean by an 
Israelite may be retained.” 

In a foot-note, the explanation is 
made: “‘Cuthean’ (Samaritan) was 
here substituted by the censor for the 
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original goy (heathen).” 

On said page 388, it is also stated: 
“ ‘For murder, whether of a Cuthean 
by a Cuthean, or of an Israelite ~ a 
Cuthean, punishment is incurred; but 
of a Cuthean by an Israelite, there is 
no death penalty.’ ” 


On page 389, it is further stated: 
“It applies to the withholding of a 
labourer’s wage. One Cuthean from 
another, or a Cuthean from an Israel- 
ite is forbidden, but an Israelite from 


a Cuthean is permitted. 


On page 398, it is stated: “He who 
smites an Israelite on the jaw, is as 
though he had thus assaulted the Di- 
vine Presence, for it is written, one 
who smiteth man (i. e. an Israelite) at- 
tacketh the Holy One.” 


Here is a presumptuous suggestion, 
entirely consistent with all the other 
aforesaid rank discriminations, that 
only an Israelite is a “man”, as dis- 
tinguished from others who are re- 
garded as mere animals. 

In the same Vol. V, on page 400, it 
is stated: 

“A heathen who studies the Torah 
deserves death, for it is written, Moses 
commanded us a law for an inheri- 
tance; it is our inheritance, not theirs.” 


T should be added that, as’ late as 
1936, a well-known Jewish scholar, 
Maurice H. Harris, translated and edit- 
ed some Hebraic literature, in a book 
published by the Tudor Publishing Co., 
New York, bearing the title “Hebraic 
Literature” and setting forth his au- 
thentic translations. In a Special In- 
troduction, the author asserts that the 
Talmud is a record of “the morality 
of the Jewish people for half a mil- 
lennium”, and that all condemnation 
of the Talmud has been due to failure 
to “understand it”. However, in his 
translations which follow, he makes 
plain what his concept of morality is, 
because, on page 31, the following 
translations of portions of the Talmud 
are expressly set forth: 
“If the ox of an Israelite bruise the 
ox of a Gentile, the Israelite is exempt 
from paying damages; but should the 
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ox of a Gentile bruise the ox of an 
Israelite, the Gentile is bound to recom- 
pense him in full.” 

“When an Israelite and a Gentile 
have a lawsuit before thee, if thou 
canst, acquit the former according to 
the laws of Israel, and tell the latter 
such is our law; if thou canst get him 
off in accordance with Gentile law, 
do so, and say to the plaintiff such is 
your law; but if he cannot be acquitted 
according to either law, then bring 
forth adroit pretexts and secure his 
acquittal. These are the words of the 
Rabbi Ishmael. Rabbi Akiva says, ‘No 
false pomese should be brought for- 
ward, because, if found out, the name 
of God would be blasphemed; but if 
there be no fear of that, then it may 
be adduced.’ ” ‘ 


Js it not plain that no American-mind- 
ed person can be willing to accept 
for judicial office anyone who is af- 
filiated in any way with, or sympa- 
thetic toward, a “world community” 
“united by that tradition (Talmud)”?

ever denounce such infamous set-up? 
Do not the members of such a group 
know their own? Did they elect Frank- 
furter, along with the Red Litvinoff, 
to the “Hall of Fame” of such group, 
as recently as September 1937, because 
he favors, or because he opposes, such 
“world community” and the Talmud 
which unites the members? Would it 
not be an insult to the intelligence of 
the American people to attempt to 
brush this matter aside by assurances 
from Frankfurter that such group mis- 
understood his attitude? However, even 
such assurances have never been given, 
and could not be accepted. 


N January 12, 1939, Frankfurter 
appeared before the Senate Judi- 
ciary Sub-Committee and was asked 
about his attitude toward Communism. 
With carefully chosen words, he stated 
his opposition to Communism “as a 
hilosophy of life or of government”, 
anguage obviously susceptible of 
meaningful equivocation. Every intel- 
ligent student of Communism knows 
that it is merely a snare or trap to re- 
duce its victims to the level of cattle 
(by abolishing religion, family rights, 
property rights, and all individual 
rights), thereby preparing the victims 
to accept the TALMUDIC YOKE of 
enslavement, or “liquidation” as the 
only alternative. 


Frankfurter could, doubtless, have 
stated, with equal frankness, that, al- 
though he is not opposed to a rat-trap, 
as such, he is opposed to it as a philo- 
sophy of life or of government for 
rats, because its purpose is entrapment 
and destruction, not life or government. 
It is noteworthy that Frankfurter ab- 
stained from advocating practical sup- 
port to our Constitution by routing the

forces behind the Communist mask. 
One of the principal leaders in such 
forces is the Red Litvinoff, Frankfur- 
ter’s fellow in the “Hall of Fame” al- 
ready mentioned. 


What activity has Frankfurter ever 
shown against the forces behind the 
Communist mask? On the contrary, 
his long-term service on the National 
Committee of the so-called American 
Civil Liberties Union, which Union per- 
sistently espouses the un-American 
pretense that advocacy of the over- 
throw of government by force or vio- 
lence should be protected as freedom, 
has aided or encouraged the subversive 
forces, which have long sought to have 
such un-American pretense recognized, 
in order that the revolutionary over- 
throw of our Republic may be made 
easier. 


Such un-American pretense was re- 
jected and denounced by the Supreme 
Court of the United States, in Gitlow 
v. United States, 268 U, S. 652 (decided 
in 1925), but the alarming fact must 
not be lost sight of, that Frankfurter’s 
close friends and associates, Justices 
Holmes and Brandeis, dissented. Is 
this the kind of Holmes-Brandeis tradi- 
tion that the American people are be- 
ing told should be continued by ap- 
pointing Frankfurter to the Supreme 
Court? If so, the American people 
want less, not more, of it. 


hee Declaration of Independence rec- 
ognized the right of revolution only 
against a tyrannical government not 
founded upon the “consent of the gov- 
erned”, but not against a government 
(such as our Republic) which is so 
founded. Accordingly, Washington 
warned against permitting “irregular 
oppositions”, and the Gitlow decision 
is in accord with Washington’s sound 
Americanism, if not in accord with the 


Holmes, Brandeis, Frankfurter tradi- 
tion. 

Finally, the grave significance of 
Frankfurter’s assertions in article pub- 
lished in the May 1930 issue of “Cur- 
rent History” (published by the New 
York Times), ought not to be overlook- 
ed. He asserted (1) that the Supreme 
Court requires a group of men ade- 
quately equipped “to wield the ple’s 
power”, and (2) that “the * sede 
Court is the Constitution”. 


The Supreme Court is not empower- 
ed by the Constitution “to wield the 
people’s power”. Moreover, if the Su- 
preme Court were the Constitution, the 
requirement in the Constitution that 
the Justices take an oath to support 
the Constitution would be absurd. 
Frankfurter’s shocking proposition ap- 
pears to strongly resemble the claim 
of the Pharisees of old that they had 
the right to “read into the Scriptural 
Word”, the only difference being that 
Frankfurter is dealing with the Bible 
of the American Republic, as subject 
to similar tampering. If carried out, 
we may look for a monstrosity, as a 
substitute for our Republic, similar to 
the monstrosity of the Talmud which 
resulted from like tampering with the 
Scriptural Word. 
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H. R. 9604 Spells Dictatorship

"THERE is pending before the 

76th Congress four legislative 
measures which bear upon the 
Administration’s defense pro- 
gram. 


Two of these bills, especially, ought to 
receive the microscopic scrutiny of the 
American Christian public, because 
wrapped up in subtle phraseology and 
misleading titles, the most despotic, 
dictatorial powers are demanded for the 
President of the United States. 


If these measures are voted upon fa- 
vorably by the Congress, then America 
can no longer be considered a demo- 
cratic nation. Citizens would be de- 
prived of their Constitutional rights, 
making them slaves of a single indi- 
vidual, who will then be in position to 
autocratically control their every act. 


One of these bills is H. R. (House 
Resolution) 9604, known as the May 
War Powers Bill; the other is H. R. 
5529, known as the Sheppard-Hill War 
Resources Act. 


The former measure was introduced 
by Representative Andrew May of 
Kentucky. It is virtually an enlarged 
and revised version of the Reorganiza- 
tion Bill which was buried under the 
avalanche of the people’s indignation. 
This atrocious measure bears the inno- 
cent title: “A bill to prevent profiteer- 
ing in time of war and to equalize the 
burdens of war and thus provide for 
the national defense, and promote 
peace.” This is excellent phraseology. 
It contains a psychological appeal and 
strikes a cord of public approval. But 
we submit that when the true nature 
of the measure is revealed, it is a 
sinister, cunningly devised instrument, 
to destroy Constitutional democracy. 


The measure provides for what is 
known as a Price Control Commission. 
This Commission, it has been pointed 
out, empowers the President to “requi- 
sition, take possession, regulate, limit, 
license, or prohibit, the purchase or 
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sale, the use, importation or exporta- 
tion, transportation, manufacture or 
distribution of any product, foodstuff, 
material commodity, real estate, or 
right!” 


The nation’s business would thereby 
be turned over to the President with- 
out reservations, stipulations, or ex- 
emptions. In the event of war, no single 
individual or group, newspaper or 
radio, would dare utter one word of 
protest or criticism, without violating 
the statutes and “obstructing the war”. 


Coincident with the Administration’s 
defense measures, so-called, is a 
juggernaut of vicious war propaganda 
through the press and radio of America. 
International control would benefit by a 
war with Germany or Japan and it is 
evident from these preparatory meas- 
ures that the flower of American man- 
od is being groomed to do the dirty 
work. 


Enacted as an emergency measure, 
personal, private, and even States 
rights, would be roughly trodden upon. 
The whole nation would be at the 
mercy of one man. 


on 1 of the May bill provides: 
“Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives . . . That 
whenever Congress shall declare war 
the President is authorized to determine 
and publicly proclaim it to. be unlaw- 
ful to buy, sell, lease, or otherwise con- 
tract for any article, service, or right, 
or interest in property, enumerated in 
such proclamation, or proclamations, at 
a higher rate, rent, price, commission, 
compensation, or reward than was in 
effect at a date or dates determined 
and set forth in such proclamation or 
proclamations.” 


Under Section 2, the President is 
authorized “to make and publicly pro- 
claim” adjustments, “upwards or down- 
wards”, of any “price rent, rate, com- 
mission, compensation or reward”, 


Section 5 provides that the President 
shall have power to put “any or all 
individuals engaged in the manage- 
ment or control of any industrial es- 
tablishment”, in the service of the Gov- 
ernment “for the duration of the war, 
under such rules and regulations as 
the President may prescribe”.

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Section 6 authorizes the President to 
fix a license for any one who carries on 
any economic activity, the terms of 
which shall be provided by the Presi- 
dent. 

Section 9 gives the President unlimit- 
ed power “during such time of war” 
to create “such agencies, boards, or 
commissions, including the employment 
of necessary personnel, and to desig- 
nate agents or agencies to exercise such 
portions of his powers as he may deem 
necessary and proper to accomplish the 
purpose of this Act. During such time 
of war he is authorized to make such 
temporary rearrangements and trans- 
fers of executive agencies, and bureaus 
and divisions thereof, and to transfer 
temporarily, such duties, powers, func- 
tions, funds, and personnel as he may 
deem necessary for the conduct of such 
war”, 

Section 11 provides that “during any 
war in which the United States may be 
engaged there shall be in effect a 
system of taxation which will absorb 
all profits above a fair normal return 
to be fixed by Congress”. 


And Section 10 establishes the penal- 
ty for a violation of any of the pro- 
visions of the act, which is “a fine not 
to exceed $100,000 or imprisonment not 
to exceed one year, or both”. 


Bec commenting further upon 
the provisions of H. R. 9604, let us 
pause for a moment and consider a 
pertinent factor which is vital to our 
subject. ... 


The gigantic indebtedness of our Gov- 
ernment enters into the picture. The 
national debt is now around 44 billions 
of dollars and is ascending at the rate 
of $18,000 a minute, or $1,080,000 per 
hour, or $27,920,000 per day, according 
to Roger W. Babson. 


In an endeavor to meet these mount- 
ing costs, Mr. Babson says the people 
are now paying upwards of 157 hid- 
den taxes, which means a family of 
an income of $37 per week, pays a 
yearly tax of $5 on milk, $9 on meat, 
$5 on butter and eggs, and $5 on bread. 
And yet, according to the statistician, 
with all these taxes, we are only paying 
half the current cost of government, ~ 
The other half is being borrowed. 


With this fact in mind, let us include 
in our chain of thought, a statement of 
Bernarr McFadden, publisher of Liber- 
ty.

/E now have before us the stark 

facts: An ever-increasing national 
debt which this Administration cannot 
pay, with its present income; a talk of 
war the possible way out; Communistic 
forces at work to destroy our govern- 
ment and seize the reigns of power; a 
gigantic National Defense program in 
progress; a network of radical organ- 
izations extending into practically 
every industry, under Communistic in- 
fluence or direct regimentation. And 
finally we are faced with the fact that 
under such a bill as H. R. 9604, the 
moment war should be declared — any 
war — the United States would auto- 
matically slide into a dictatorship, with 
Congress completely ignored, and the 
vast powers of government concentrat- 
ed in the hands of one man!

Christian patriots should be on the 
alert the next few weeks as these meas- 
ures are debated on the floor of the 
United States Congress. Vigorous 
public sentiment should be mobilized to 
influence our representatives to vote 
down the Dictator Bills. 








Christ’s Fourfold Commission

CHRIST, before leaving this 
world, gave His commission to 

His church in four installments, 

presented on four occasions. 


The fourfold nature of the commis- 
sion is quite significant. It. is progres- 
sive, it progresses according to a logical 
order, and it entails upon the church 
more than the primary duty of preach- 
ing the Gospel. The Son of Man is as 
a nobleman gone into a far country to 
receive for Himself a kingdom and to 
return. The church in His absence is to 
prepare for the coming kingdom. This 
is our supreme business. All other busi- 
ness must be made subordinate to it. 


Preach the Gospel 


The first installment of the commis- 
sion is recorded in Mark 16. It was on 
the resurrection night. 


The disciples had assembled in a room 
at Jerusalem and had closed the doors 
through fear of the Jews. They were 
reclining at the evening meal. Suddenly 
Christ appeared in their midst. They 
were startled although He had told 
them He would rise on the third day. 


And some to whom He had already 
appeared had told them they had seen 
the Lord. They could scarcely believe 
their eyes and ears as they saw and 
heard Him. This does not look like 
they were concocting an incredulous 
story of the resurrection as some would 


have us believe. 

They could hardly believe it them- 
selves. He first convinced them it was 
not a “spirit” they saw, but a “body of 
flesh and bones”. He walks with them, 
talks with them, has them feel Him, 
and even eats before them. 


He could not deliver His commission 
to doubting disciples. Having convinc- 
ed them, for the time being at least, He 
delivers the first part of His commis- 
sion, “And he said unto them, Go ye in- 
to all the world, and preach the gospel 
to every creature.” The church may 
divide the work into home missions and 
foreign missions, it may sub-divide it, 
for its own convenience in carrying out 
the order. This is the genius of orga- 
nization. But the order always remains 
the same, “Go... preach the gospel to 
every creature.”

Train Those Who Believe 
Now follow me to the scene for the 
second installment of the commission. 


The Lord had told His disciples to 
meet Him at a mountain in Galilee. But 
it seems Christ did not come at once. 
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As they wait, and begin to doubt, im- 
pulsive Peter says: “I go a fishing.’ 
Six disciples agree to go with him. 
These seven men toil all night on the 
sea of Galilee and catch nothing. It 
looked like they intended to give up and 
go back to their secular work. 


Suddenly Christ appears on the shore, 
but they do not recognize him. Their 
eyes were clouded by doubt. But pre- 
sently John, the beloved disciple, rec- 
ognizes Him, and cries out: “It is the 
Lord.” Peter leaps out of the boat and 
hastens to the shore to greet his Master. 
All this happened after Christ had giv- 
en the miraculous draft of fishes. He 
thas proved His Lordship and convinced 
His disciples again. 


Then He delivers the second install- 
ment of His commission. Through Peter, 
who had denied Him thrice and now 
confesses his love thrice, He tells them 
to “feed my lambs—tend my sheep—- 
feed my feeble sheep.” 


The second part of His commission 
requires His church to feed and take 
care of those who believe the Gospel, 
and train them for the coming kingdom. 
Thus it is that God is gathering out of 
the world those who are to reign with 
Christ in the kingdom. 


But when we come in we must not be 
contented to be fed and taken care of 
ourselves. We must help feed and take 
eare of others as they believe the Gos- 
pel message. Thus we show our love 
for our Lord. :

The Great Words of Conversion

yo are three great words asso- 
ciated with conversion, words that 
are frequently very much misunder- 
stood. The first is the old-fashioned 
word “conviction”. The second is the 
much abused word “repentance”. And 
the third is that glorious word “faith”. 
Now let us take them one by one and 
examine each in the light of God’s Word. 


Conviction 


“And when He is come, He will re- 
prove the world of sin, and of right- 
‘rane, and of judgment” (John 16: 


So the Holy Spirit is the One who 
convicts. the great sin of which 
He convicts the unsaved is the sin of 
unbelief. “Of sin because they believe 
not on Me,” said Jesus. Not “sins” 
but “sin”, the need of a Saviour. 


Someone has put it this way. “Not 
merely to know that all are sinners, 
but to feel that I am a sinner, and de- 
serving of the just wrath of God — 
that is conviction.” 


And still another has expressed it 
as follows: “Stripped of all my pleas, 
silent as to every excuse, I cast myself 
before Thee, uttering only that one con- 
fession, guilty! guilty! and urging only 
that one plea, mercy! mercy!” 


You see, my friend, you must be 
made conscious of your need. You must 
realize that you are lost and that you 
need a Saviour. For if you do not know 
you are perishing you will not think of 
a rescuer. Unless you are aware of 
the fact you are drowning you will not 
call for help. It is when you are sick 
that you send for the physician. 


Hence the absolute necessity of con- 
viction. Apart from conviction there 
can be no salvation. Conviction will 
not save but conviction will convince 
you of your need of salvation, so that 
like the Philippian jailor you will cry 
out, “What must I do to be saved?” 


Well now, have you felt your need? 
Do you know anything about convic- 
tion? Have you ever realized that you 
are lost? And did you ever cry, “Save, 
Lord, I perish!” If not, then you are 
in a most dangerous position, and I 
urge you right now to ask the Holy 
Spirit to convict you, to show you your 
true state before God, so that you may 
repent and believe. 


Repentance 


1. Repentance includes conviction, but 
conviction is not repentance. If so, 
then Felix repented when he trembled 
(Acts 24:25).

He realized that he is lost, but he never 
repents.

But the sinner, in spite of 
the fact that his eyes are wide open 
and that he knows full well his danger, 
steadfastly refuses to repent, and final- 
ly perishes. Unhappy man! 


Perhaps you too, my friend, have 
been convicted. Possibly you admit that 
you are lost and that you need Christ. 
Yet still you go on in your sin, reject- 
ing God’s offer of mercy use you 
are unwilling to repent. Felix, you re- 
member, trembled under conviction. But 
Felix was lost for he would not re- 
pent. 

2. Repentance includes sorrow for 
sin, but sorrow for sin is not repent- 
ance, If so, then Judas repented. 


Poor Judas! How his heart broke! 
What anguish filled his soul! And yet 
he committed suicide and perished. 
Why? Because he would not repent. 
He refused to make the wrong right. 
Christ would have forgiven him but 
he turned away. 


_ And perhaps you, too, have wept over 
sin. Time after time you have expres- 
sed your sorrow. Your heart has been 
torn with anguish. Tears have flowed 
copiously. Yes, but that has been all. 
There it has ended. You have never 
altered your life. You have gone on 
and on. You have not repented. 


8. Repentance includes remorse, but 
remorse is not repentance. Hell is full 
of remorse, but only for the conse- 
quences of sin. There is no true con- 
trition. The rich man uttered not a 
word of sorrow for his sin, nor did he 
give any indication that he wished he 
had lived differently (Luke 16:19-31). 
But David, though guilty of both adul- 
tery and murder, saw his sin as against 
God and repented (Ps. 51:4). His heart 
was filled with contrition, not merely 
remorse, . 


4. Repentance means “a change of 
mind”, A “right about face”. “I will 
arise and go”, said the prodigal son. 
He repented. He left his sin and re- 
turned to his father. His mind had 
undergone a complete and wholesome 
change regarding his sin, himself, the 
life he was living, and his father. And 
that change resulted in action so that 
he truly repented. He forsook his sin 
and came home. 


Oh, my friend, when you are sorry 
enough for your sin to give it up, then 
you have repented, but not until then. 
Sin must be forsaken. Like the prodi- 
gal son you must turn from all you 
know to be wrong, renounce it utterly, 
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and give yourself to God. Put your 
resolution into action. Say, “I will 
arise and go”, and then do it. Leave 
your sin. Put it for ever out of your 
life and turn to God. For when you 
truly turn your face toward God, you 
automatically turn your back on sin. 


Faith 


1. Faith means accepting Christ as 
a gift. 

No one would ever dream of paying 
for a Christmas gift. For the moment 
payment is made it ceases to be a gift. 
All you can do is to take it and say 
“Thank you”. You do not work for it. 
You cannot earn it. And so it is with 
Christ. He must be accepted in exact- 
ly the same way. For just as you be- 
lieve in the sincerity of the one who 
sends you a gift at Christmas, so too, 
you must believe in the genuineness of 
God’s offer and accept His gift, Christ. 
Faith reaches out a hand and takes. 
Thus the Lord Jesus Christ becomes 
your Saviour. 


2. Faith means receiving Christ as 
a guest. 


“Behold,” He says, “I stand at the 
door, and knock. If anyone hear My 
voice, and open the door, I will come 
in” (Rev. 3:20). In other words, He 
waits outside your heart’s closed door. 
But He will never force His way in. 
You must open the door. You must 
invite Him in. And the moment you 
open the door He enters. Thus you 
can honestly say, “Jesus is in my 
heart.” 


Oh, my friend, let Him in. Be cour- 
teous. You would not dream of keep- 
ing a guest standing on_ threshold, 
would you? Well then, why keep Christ 
outside? Why not be courteous and in- 
vite Him in? Thus you may receive 
Him, and receive Him now. 


8. Faith means coming to Christ as 
@ pauper. 

That you remember, was the way the 
ete son came to his father. He 

ad nothing. His money was gone. He 
came in rags. He knew he was un- 
worthy. And so he simply cast him- 
self on his father’s mercy. He came 
just as he was. And so must you. Do 
not wait to reform. Do not endeavour 
to better yourself. Come as you are, 
for after all you are nothing but a 
sinner. 


4. Faith means trusting Christ as a 
Saviour. 


You are drowning. Someone throws 
you a lifebelt. Do you ignore it? Do 
you cast it from you? Certainly not. 

ou grasp it. You rest your weight on 
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it. You trust it. That is faith. You 
must rely on another. 

Oh, how simple! Why not trust Him 
now? Intellectual faith will not do. 
“The devils believe and tremble.” To 
believe about Christ will never save 


you. You must trust Him. My friend, 
have you done it? Do not look with- 
in. You are not to examine your feel- 
ings. Cast the anchor outside. Lay 
hold of Christ. Trust Him, and trust 
Him now. 








Footprints Confound Evolutionists

MMEDIATELY after the wonderful 
first Psalm, comes the further state- 
ment regarding those who set them- 
selves against God: “He that sitteth in 
the heavens shall laugh; the Lord shall 
have them in derision.” 


God undoubtedly smiles at the futile 
efforts of frail men to oppose His re- 
vealed will. 


Those who, in the name of science, 
have professed faith in evolution rath- 
er than creation, asserting the origin 
and development of the earth by natural 
causes, are now being confounded by 
footprints found in solid rock where 
human footprints could not be, if their 
= of evolutionary geology were 
rue. 


Two sets of these footprints were dis- 
covered near Berea, Kentucky recently, 
in sandstone, which by evolutionary 
geology, was formed many millions of 
years ago, when no creatures lived, 
a highly organized than salaman- 

ers. 


An account of this is given in Science 
News Letter, with a photograph of two 
of the footprints. This document can 
be found in most public libraries of any 
size. Science for December 9, 1938 
gives further data about them. Here 
are some of the outstanding facts.... 


In size and proportion, these .foot- 
prints are definitely human looking, 
though the toes are more separated 
than in the modern foot and some prints 
show the little toe to stick out almost 
sideways. These characters are found 
among certain savage tribes in hilly 
country where men go barefooted. 


The prints are so human looking that 
the maker has been given the scientific 
appellation Phenanthropus Mirabilis, 
which can be translated “Marvellously 
human looking (thing).” If the foot- 
prints had been found in rock of the 
time when men were supposed to have 
lived, they would certainly be consider- 
ed human, but at the time they were 
formed (according to evolutionary geol- 
ogy) there were no men, nor any warm 
blooded beasts, so scientists do not al- 
low them to be human! 


In fact, certain scientists are trying 
to insist that Indians carved them, a 
theory which Dr. W. C. Burroughs of 
Berea College, who has studied the 
prints carefully, refuses to accept. 
Science gives a detailed study of the 
prints: “We examined the arrangement 
of the sand grains in the deepest por- 
tion of the eg with especial atten- 
tion to the heels. The sand grains in 
the bottom of the prints were much 
more closely packed then those in the 
slopes, and those in the slopes were 
more closely packed than those in the 
rock an inch from the margins of the 
prints, or at any other point. Each 


member of the party certified and 
checked these findings and we all agree 
that the imprints were made by pres- 
sure when the sand was soft and wet.” 


In other words, allowing the fantastic 
theory that Indians (or some others) 
tried to carve imitations of human foot- 
prints, they could not have made 
changes in the rock exactly like those 
which real prints would make. Then, 
there are other strong evidences not 
mentioned here, which show that these 
prints were actually footprints of 
something. 

What was that something? It was a 
biped. There are no signs of tail or 
marks of forepaws, although in the evo- 
lutionary rena 6 the nearest thing to 
men living at that time, were crawling 
creatures like salamanders. The only 
reasonable conclusion seems to be that 
the footprints were made by men and 
women and (since some are small) 
children. 

But if this simple, natural decision is 
reached, the theory of evolution must 
be discarded. All that the evolutionists 
can do, is to decide (in the words of the 
Science News Letter): “They can’t 
be human because they are much too 
old . . . But what strange amphibian 
can have made them?” 


The writer closes his account: “So 
the riddle stands. A quarter of a billion 
years ago, this Whats-it That Walked 
Like a Man, left footprints on widely 
scattered sands that time hardened into 
rock. Then he vanished. And now 
scientists are scratching their heads.” 


It may be said here, as indicated | 
above, that such footprints are not new 
nor unique. They have been found in 
a number of places—Pennsylvania and 
Missouri, as well as Kentucky, and in 
rock: supposedly millions of years older 
than man. 


Certain Christian scholars have been 
pointing out, on the authority of pure 
science, that this whole scheme of evo- 
lutionary geology is based upon a dis- 
tortion of facts; that actual evidence in- 
dicates overwhelmingly, that all of the 
fossil-bearing rock was made in a given 
period of ruin and reconstruction, at 
the time of the Deluge, but the scien- 
tists would not listen. Now they find 
themselves confounded by footprints 
which, to save their theory, they assert 
were not made by men, although they 
term the maker “Marvellously human 
looking.”

Peter Heals A Lame Man 
Acts $:1-10; 4:8-12 





OLDEN TEXT: “Peter said, Silver 
and gold have I none; but such as 
I have give I thee’. — Acts 3:6. 


New Testament miracles were testi- 
monials to the Gospel message, and the 
approval of God upon His Son and 
Apostles. Peter and John did not per- 
form a surgical operation, the result of 
which would be known only after 
months of convalescence; but by a word 
of command and in the power of God, 
they healed a man who was lame from 
birth. After Peter’s command, the man 
was able to run and leap instantly. 


“Now Peter and John went up to- 
gether into the temple at the hour of 
prayer, being the ninth hour’. The 
Jews observed three hour prayer pe- 
riods at the temple; morning, noon, and 
night. The ninth hour, about three 
o’clock, was the time of the evening 
prayer. The apostles seem to have con- 
tinued this Jewish system of prayer for 
a time. 


Peter and John were often found to- 
gether. They possessed opposite tem- 
peraments. Peter was practical, John 
was mystical; Peter had more courage 
than John, but John had more faith 
than Peter. (See John 20:1-8). Each had 
something the other lacked, so they 
were of help one to another. 


That this man had been lame for 
forty years every one knew; that he 
was now walking for the first time in 
his life every one also knew. They were 
filled with wonder and amazement. 


Likewise, when a man who has lived 
in wickedness for years, a slave to one 
form. of evil or another, is reclaimed 
from the power of sin by the power of 
Christ; it is the miracle of the ages! 
The world has never been able to ac- 
count, by natural causes, for this mira- 
culous change. The Church today would 
not have to engage itself so in self- 
defense, if it could continually offer to 
the world lives of changed men—tro- 
phies of God’s redeeming grace and 
power. 


Note how the preaching of Peter was 
marked by much boldness. This disciple 


shrank before a maid, and said, “I 
know Him not,” but now boldly faces 
the rulers who presided at the cruci- 
fixion of Christ. This change must be 
traced to the infilling of the Holy 
Spirit. 

Peter startles them by quoting 
Psalms. Jesus had used this same sen- 
tence against them, when they sent a 
delegation to Him, as He taught in the 
Temple. They had crucified Him and 
seemingly put Him away in a tomb, and 
now Peter hurls at them both the name 
of Christ and His words. 


Men must be saved because men are 
LOST. “All have sinned and come 
short of the glory of God”. Now Peter 
claims that the only One in whom such 
salvation can be found is the One whom 
this Sanhedrin condemned. 





February 19 
Beverage Alcehol And Its 
Social Perils 
Amos 6:1-6; I Peter 2:11,12; 4:1-5 





OLDEN TEXT: “It is good neither 
to eat flesh; nor to drink wine, 
nor anything whereby thy brother 
stumbleth”. 


Amos was sent to denounce Israel’s 
wickedness, and he went directly to 
Bethel, chief center of idolatrous prac- 
tices. He preached that God was a just 
and righteous God, Who punished the 
sins of individuals and nations, a fact 
which finds comparatively small recog- 
nition in statecraft today. 


Here Amos is denouncing the chief 
rulers of the whole nation, who were 
quite satisfied with things as they were 
and had no concern for coming judg- 
ment. The country had been enjoying a 
time of prosperity. Their fortifications 
and walls were in good shape and they 
felt secure from all harm, but, as is 
usually the case, this feeling of false 
security only resulted in increased sin 
and self-sufficiency. They could not, 
or would not, see the destruction that 
was ahead. 


Verse 8. The Lord has a day in 
which He will judge men, and this fact 
worries and frightens evil doers. They 
resort to ways and means for ridding 
themselves of the thought. The strong 


harden their hearts against it, distort 
belief in the ultimate. The weak shut 
wid eyes to it, like the bird in the 
able. 


“They sing idle songs’. This de- 
scribes a hurried flow of meaningless 
words, in which rhythm predominates 
and sense is lacking. This seems to 
have a direct application to the age of 
jazz and “swing” in which we live. Here 
is one text in the Bible which ministers 
may use effectively in denouncing much 
of the stuff that comes over radios to- 
day. 

The viol was a musical instrument 
similar to the harp, having twelve 
strings, played by the fingers. It was 
used in temple worship, but here they 
were using it for evil purposes. David 
devised stringed instruments to do hon- 
or to God, but these people invented in- 
struments with which’ to entertain 
themselves at their luxurious feasts. 


“Abstain from fleshly lusts” (1 Pet. 
2:11). Lust includes the entire army 
of unclean forces, which are antagonis- 
tic to the exalted realm of the spirit. 
It includes not only carnal desire, but 
the jealous eye and the itching palm. 
Fleshly lust is anything in the life 
which steams the windows of the spir- 
it. Fleshly lust includes envy, jealousy, 
avarice, insatiable selfishness, and im- 
moderate ambition. “Abstain from 
fleshly lusts’—from an excessive heat 
which maintains its fire, by consuming 
the furrtiture of the soul. 


“Abstain from fleshly lusts.” Do not 
let the flames reach the furniture. Hold 
everything in its place. Do not let the 
lower supplant the higher. We find in 
the resources of our personality, regi- 
ments of diverse powers. We find vital 
forces, affectional forces, social forces, 
moral forces, spiritual forces. We find 
elements which have kinship with the 
swine, and-we find elements which have 
the beauty and preciousness of pearls. 
Christ in the heart assures the expres- 
sion of the higher virtues. 


How may we explain the art of suc- 
cessful and forceful living? “Give not 
that which is holy unto the dogs, neith- 
er cast ye your pearls before swine.” 
Do not treat swine and pearls as though 
they were of equal value. Recognize, 
please, an aristocracy among powers, 
and to them give the preference and 
the sovereignty. When there are two 
calls in life—the bark of the dogs and 
a voice from the sanctuary—“give not 
that which is holy unto the dogs”, but 
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ever keep the lowest under severe juris- 
diction of the highest. 





February 26 
Peter In Samaria 
Acts 8:14-25 





OLDEN TEXT: “Come ye, buy, and 

eat; yea, come, buy wine and milk 

without money and without price”. — 
Isaiah 55:1. 

Normally, and for centuries past, the 
Jews would have no dealings with the 
Samaritans (John 4:9), going so far 
as to consider themselves polluted i 
they even passed through Samaritan 
territory. 

Here, then, is a most remarkable 
thing, a Jew preaching to people whom 
his whole race despised. e Holy 
Spirit had broken down national 
barriers in the hearts of the early 
Christians, as the Holy Spirit has ever 
continued to do in the heart of every 
Christian. 

Philip, a deacon but not one of the 
twelve, was the first evangelist to Sa- 
maria. In verse 5 we read that this 
evangelist was proclaiming “the 
Christ”. True Christian preaching is 
Biblical and Christ-centered. When we 
preach the Word, we shall be found 
preaching Christ. When preaching is 
not based upon the Scriptures, the Son 
of God, the great Theme, will not be 
preached. 


A great revival broke out in this city, 
near which some years before another 
revival had taken place in the ministry 
of the Lord Himself (John 4:39-42). 
Perhaps the Samaritan women with 
whom Jesus talked at Jacob’s well, in- 
troduced Philip to many of her friends. 


Every church of any size has, at some 
time, received into its membership peo- 
ple who were thought to be sin- 
cere in their Christian profession. Later, 
however, these people were found to be 
without the slightest evidence of rege- 
neration, and in most cases, become a 
constant source of trouble. Sometimes, 
they have precipitated grave agitation 
among the true believers. Such persons 
have been appropriately called, “De- 
filers of the Temple”. In some in- 
stances, you will find them in high po- 
sitions of Church leadership—pianist, 
choir singer, board member, etc. 


Our text tells us that Simon actually 
“believed”, and later was baptized; in- 
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deed, he seemed to find some pleasure 
in companionship with Philip. Did 
Simon have saving faith in Christ? Was 
his belief genuine? The answer to both 
questions is an absolute No. 


_He may have believed in the Mes- 
sianic dignity of Christ and His death 
and resurrection, constrained by the 
miracles which Philip wrought in at- 
testation of his preaching; but it was a 
belief about the facts, and not a belief 
in Him whom the facts make known. 
He submitted to baptism also, though 
he had not undergone the _ spiritual 
change symbolized by the ordinance. He 
may have regarded baptism as a sort of 
magical charm or spell that would in- 
itiate him into whatever mysteries 
Christianity might have. 


Verse 22. Peter urges Simon to (1) 
repent, i. e., to deliberately turn away 
from wickedness, and (2) to pray to 
God for forgiveness. Of course, we 
can never ask for forgiveness if we 
are not repentant — if we have no 
intention of turning from our sin. 


Verse 24. Simon asked for prayer, 
yet, he failed to see the right meaning 
of prayer. We must go to God in su- 
plication, not merely to escape judg- 
ment or wrath, but to escape sin. 





March 5 


Peter Preaches To Gentiles 
Acts 10:30-48 





OLDEN TEXT: “Look unto me, and 

be ye saved, all the ends of the 

earth: for I am God, and there is none 
else”, — Isaiah 45:22. 


Cornelius was a Roman soldier and 
captain of a company of 100 soldiers. 
God did not send a message concerning 
Christ to Cornelius in a vision or 
through an angel. God does not com- 
mission angels to evangelize the world. 
Men and women are chosen as ambas- 
sadors to their fellow men. God always 
knows where to find His chosen in- 
struments. 


Cornelius was a religious man, but 
not yet a Christian. He was living 
up to the light he had, but that was 
not enough. He was a “devout man 
and one that feared God with all his 
house”. He was a man of prayer who 
observed the Jewish hours of devotion. 


“And Peter said ‘Not so, Lord’”. “No 
where in language, is so flagrant and 
fearful a contradiction fixed, as in these 
three words in verse 14: ‘Not so, Lord’. 
Whoever says ‘not so’ should never add 
‘Lord’; and whoever truly says ‘Lord’ 
never will say ‘not so’. It is not for 
the servant to dictate to the master”. 
— Scroggie. 


Prejudice kept Peter and the other 
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Jews from preaching the Gospel to the 
Gentiles. However, after the vision 
Peter said, “God has shown me”. That 
was enough for Peter. He did not read 
it in books, nor get it from any man. 
This is the end of controversy. “God 
has shown me”. Good-by, prejudice! I 
do not yet understand, but ‘God has 
shown me”, 


Peter took six steps after the vision: 
(1) He frankly confessed his wrong. 
(2) See how quickly he brought those 
Gentiles into the presence of his Lord. 
(3) Then note how the Lord Jesus only 
was his great Theme. (4) He was eager 
to get to the cross and proclaim the 
heart of the Gospel. (5) He declared 
to these Gentiles every fundamental 
truth of Christianity. (6) The Holy 
Spirit witnessed with him. 


The Holy Spirit endowment of Cor- 
nelius and his friends served three pur- 
poses: (1) It certified the truth of 
Peter’s words. (2) It proved to Peter 
and those who were with him, the ge- 
nuineness of the faith of the Gentile 
converts. (8) As it was bestowed 
through no apostolic intervention, but 
directly and immediately by the Lord 

. . indicating that it is His will, they 
who had enjoyed the experience, should 
be then and there admitted to the 
membership in the Church. 
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fap truth of Emerson’s theory of 
success could nowhere be better 
exemplified than in the story of Dr. 
Martha Tarbell and her famous hand- 
book to the Sunday-school lessons. 


Dr. Tarbell, when she started her 
work back in 1904 did not try to “make a 
better mouse-trap”, or “preach a better 
sermon” but she tried, and succeeded, 
in writing “a better book than her 
neighbors”.

As the early morning Sun steals 
through the open window at a little 
home on a side street in Havana, Cuba, 
another day begins for Rev. and Mrs. 
Arthur W. Pain, directors of the Inter- 
national Church of the Air, and Mis- 
sionaries to Cuba. 


A hurried trip to the studios in down- 
town Havana takes them through the 
heavy morning traffic of this tropical 
metropolis of 750,000 people. Noisy 
street cars and lumbering buses, filled 
with native people of every shade in the 
color spectrum, from the darkest brown 
to the most delicate. shade of cream, 
are hurriedly passed in an effort to ar- 
rive at the studios of CMQ and COCQ 
on time. 


Street vendors screaming out the self- 
esteemed value of their wares, often 
walk directly in front of the car in what 
seems to be a deliberate effort to com- 
mit suicide. After a few minutes of 
successful meandering through the nar- 
row old streets, the Malecon Blvd. is 
entered and soon the studios of CMQ 
loom in the near distance at the ter- 
minus of the “Prado”. 


Entering the studios of this, the larg- 
est broadcasting station in the tropics, 
we are greeted with a strange blending 
of native smells, because of the large 
crowd which thronged the studios the 
— before to attend a Cuban Amateur 

our. 


With the ringing of a buzzer and the 
flash of a red-light, the program be- 
gins, and Mr. Pain first greets the au- 
dience in Spanish after which an Eng- 
lish announcement is made. It is noth- 
ing short of a miracle that the Pains 
have been successful under God, in 
keeping this unique Gospel program on 
the air for four years. 


What an opportunity! The Gospel 
going out daily except Monday, over a 
station that is heard the world around. 
Heaven alone will reveal the blessing 
this program has brought to the people 
of the English-speaking and Spanish- 
speaking worlds. 

Some time ago a letter was received 


from a missionary in the interior of 
Mexico, telling of a native man who had 


walked many miles to the mission sta- 
tion, pleading with the missionaries to 
send them a native preacher. They in- 
quired why they wanted a preacher, 
and he told the story about one man in 
the village who had a radio, and every 
morning invited the people to come and 
listen to the Gospel program from Ha- 
vana, Cuba. 


So many of the nattves had accepted 
the Christ of the radio program, that 
they now needed a preacher to preach 
to them. When the missionaries sgnt 
a native preacher, he found a consecrat- 
ed group who had given themselves 
fully to God, and they had all been con- 
verted through the agency of the Inter- 
national Church of the Air, and the 
direct work of the Holy Spirit. 


Not being content with a nominal 
ministry, in the afternoons the Pains 
push their way out into the Interior and 
under the burning tropical sun, distri- 
bute big pe and Gospels to the natives, 
many of whom have never heard the 
Gospel, much less had it in print. They 
are in the midst of a Campaign now to 
put Gospels in every home in Cuba. 
Through a direct answer to earnest 
prayer, one million Gospels are being 
prepared for distribution to every home 
in the Island, and already many thou- 
sands have, and are being, distributed. 


Enroute to a preaching point, tracts 
are thrown from the car windows to 
the natives along the road. They eager- 
ly pick them up and earnestly peruse 
them. Men riding on horses, invariably 
get off their horses and pick them up. 
Children clamor after them and some- 
times fight for the possession of one 
of the Gospels. Aged men and women 
stoop to retrieve one of the printed 
portions, smiling a smile of gratitude to 
the one who gave it. 


From the meetings in the interior, a 
hurried return trip is made to Havana 
for the night meeting in the down-town 
mission. On San Rafael St., a beautiful 
neon lighted cross, with the words 
“Jesus Saves” (Jesus Salva) marks the 
location of the mission. Here on a busy 
street, where thousands of people pass 
every day, is a definite witness, and 
under the sign of the Cross the story 
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of Love and Salvation is told. This is a. 
place for the strengthening of the na- 
tive Christians, for the reg tig oe 
of the discouraged, and for the Refuge 
of lost souls. 


This rounds out a day with the Pastor 
and wife of the International Church of 
the Air. They retire with the blessed 
assurance that they have done their 
best for the Master. They have given 
their best, their all. 


Circumstances permit only a few to 
be thrust out into the Great Harvest 
fields of the world like our Brother and 
Sister Pain. But, those of us who can- 
not go, can share in the wonderful ser- 
vice by our Gifts and Prayers. If we 
cannot give, we can pray. “Lift up your 
eyes and look on the fie ds, for they are 
white already unto harvest.” 


(Tithes and offerings sent to the 
Wichita Headquarters, designated for 
Cuba, will be forwarded to Rev. and 
Mrs. Pain.)

The publishing of the magazine is 
under the direction of Dr. J. F. Rod- 
riguez, superintendent of the Defen- 
ders missionary work in Puerto Rico. 
Its scope of influence has been extend- 
ed into many Spanish-speaking coun- 
tries. It is read by thousands! 


The cover of this particular issue is 
printed in beautiful Christmas colors, 
red and green. On the center of the 
page, the editors have reproduced a 
poem by a Puerto Rican native, Juan

Probably one of the most interesting 
and important departments of The De- 
fender Magazine is the “Items of In- 
terest”. This has been found to be true 
in El Defensor Hispano which now 
has its own “Items of Interest’? under 
the heading, “Interesting News for Our 
Readers”. It is written in much the 
same style as the parent magazine — 
brief, important paragraphs of world 
events. 


Four photographs were included in 
the Christmas number, various scenes 
of activity in the Defenders work. On 
the center spread, a two-page photo-

(The Defenders Tabernacle) is repro- 
duced. On pages 16 and 17, two pic- 
tures show two Defender mission sta- 
tions and their congregations. On page 
18, there appears a picture of the 
Church School in Mirapalmera, P. R.

ev monthly report from Rev. A. Ve- 
lonis, Defenders Missionary to 
Greece, describes an interesting mis- 
sionary journey which he made during 
the month of December. The high 
points of his itinerary bring the thrill 
of adventure. ... 


“On December 7, 1938, I left Thes- 


saloniki (the Greek Defenders Head- 
quarters) for Sarisa. I had many op- 
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— to preach Christ to my fel- 
ow passengers along the way. At Sa- 
risa, where I remained for two days, I 
never missed an opportunity to call the 
attention of the people to the conditions 
of their souls and of spiritual matters. 


“From Sarisa, I went by automobile 
to Servia, where I stayed for four days, 
and there I had a glorious opportunity 
to speak of the value of the Divine 
Word and the need of sinful humanity 
eer the Commandments of the 

ible. 


“From Servia, still traveling by auto- 
mobile, I went to Kozani and Amyntai- 
on. There I talked with about 25 per- 
sons, and the theme of our discussion 
was Christ. 


“From Amyntaion, I traveled by rail- 
road to Agia, and from there by foot to 
the villages of Nissi, Agra or Vladovo, 
and Messimeri, where I was a School 
Teacher during the years 1905, 1906 
and 1907. I stayed one day at each of 
the villages and had many hearty talks 
with my old friends and former pupils, 
whom I love and who esteem me as 
their elder brother. 


“On Saturday, December 17, I went 
to the country town of Edessa, the an- 
cient capitol city of the Macedonian 
Kings, Philip and Alexander. Here I 
visited the Archbishop of Edessa, at 
his mansion, and had a lovely conver- 
sation with him and his brother and 
four other friends of his, who were vis- 
iting him at the same time. Our con- 


versation lasted for more than an hour, 
and I believe I left lasting impressions 
upon all hearers, to the glory of our 
blessed Master. 

“After my departure, the Right Rev- 
erend Archbishop spoke kindly of my 
labors adding that I shall suffer muc 
for Righteousness and Truth, according 
to his brother whom I met two days 
later while traveling on the same rail- 
road train. 

“On Sunday I went to a country town 
named Ardea, where I spent the night 


\ giving the testimony in many ways. In 


one instance, I engaged in a conversa- 
tion on spiritual matters with about 15 
persons. 

“On Monday morning, I went down to 
the railroad station, called, Skydra, and 
from there, traveling by railroad, arriv- 
ed at Thessaloniki on December 19, 
1938, after a very profitable missionary 
journey.”

Notes From The Russian Border 





HILE the Defenders Movement does 

not have full-time missionaries sta- 
tioned on the Russian Border, yet mod- 
est support is contributed, from time to 
time, to deserving missionaries already 
on the field. 


The work these Christians are ac- 
complishing is noteworthy. They head 
a powerful religious force which will 
sweep into Russia the moment the Dic- 
tatorship of the Hammer and Sickle is 
overthrown. After twenty-two years 
of Godless materialism, the Russian 
people will receive the Gospel with 
open hearts. 


News reports, which seep through, 
indicate that atheistic domination is be- 
ing threatened today as never before. 
One Christian Russian exile is quoted 
as saying that he expects to be able to 


return to his national land within a 


year and a half. 


“It is officially announced that the 
society of the Bezbozhniki (Without 
God), which comprised five millions of 
members in 1933, has now only two 
millions,” says a report reaching Wich- 
ita via Paris and Toronto. 


“The Komsomol” (Union of Commun- 
ist Youth) used to render active help to 
the “Union of Godless”. They do not 
help any more. The publishers of the 
“Komsomol”—The Young Guards — no 
longer publish anti-religious literature, 
says another report. 


“The trade unions are altogether in- 
different towards the work of the God- 
less. When the Union of the Godless 
approached the clubs of the workers 
and offered to give anti-religious lec- 


tures, the administrators of these clubs 
refused to have them,” from another 
section of Russia. 


“Krupskaya (the widow of Lenin) is 
troubled by the fact that anti-religious 
propaganda is on the decline. On the 
pages of ‘Za Kommunistitcheskoe Pros- 
vestschenie’ she gives advice to the 
anti-religious workers,” says a Russian 
Border Christian. 


“Narkompros” (People’s Commissar- 
iat for Education) has also lately shown 
a negative attitude towards the Godless 
Union. The correspondence course for 
anti-religious propaganda among teach- 
ers has been liquidated. Magic lantern 
slides on anti-religious subjects are not 
being made any more by the ‘Narkom- 
pros’ factory,” according to an authen- 
tic source of information.

ISM. By John Horsch. Published by The 
Bible Institute Colportage Ass’n. Pages

HORSCH observes a more dead- 

ly type of a conflict within the 

Church today, than has been witnessed 

at any previous time in the Christian 

era. It is a struggle between Natural- 
ism and Supernaturalism. 


In his arraignment of the Liberals 
who are sapping many Churches of 
their spiritual vitality, he says: “Not 
only do they deny the specific truths 
of the Christian religion but they re- 
ject the Supernatural. They abandon 
religious thought so far as it has to do 
with the Supernatural.” 


If one can imagine historical and 
evangelical Christianity, with all the 
miracles removed, the residue is Liber- 
alism. By an interesting paradox, Mr. 
Horsch discovers that the Modernists 
are highly intolerant of others. They 
demand tolerance from those who be- 
lieve in the Old Faith, but are unwill- 
ing to exercise charity where the views 
of their opponents are involved. 


The Author covers his subject with 
great thoroughness, challenging the 
claims of the Modernists every step 
of the way. He shows that the so- 
called re-statement of the Christian 
Faith, as advanced by Liberals, robs 
the Gospel of Christ of its redemptive 
power. The book presents unanswer- 
able proofs, taken from the writings of 
the Modernists themselves, that the 
New Theology, though parading in 
Christian guise, is _antagonistic to the 
Scriptures; that it is in fact a repudia- 
tion and denial of everything basic in 
the Christian Faith.

Theology is not only disloyal and 
traitorous to Christ, but is hypocritical 
and lying in its deception and misrepre- 
sentations.

OF JESUS CHRIST. By F. E. Cameron.

ASTUTE prophetical observers are 
of the opinion that we are rapidly 
approaching the climax of the age. In 
this transitional hour, the mast ac- 
curate guide that Christian people 
have, to define and interpret world 
events, is the book of Revelation. This, 
the closing message of the Bible, has to 
do with occurrences immediately pre- 
ceeding, and accompanying, the Second 
Coming of Jesus Christ. 


In the Author’s opinion, the Patmos’ 
Vision contains a more important mes- 
sage for the present generation, than 
it has for any period of human his- 
tory, since it was written. Dr. C. I. 
Seofield is quoted as having said: 
“Doubtless much which is designedly 
obscure to us, will be clear to those for 
whom it was written, as the time ap- 
proaches”, 


In the year 96 A. D., John, the belov- 
ed apostle of Christ, was on the Isle 
of Patmos. Evidently, he was there 
by the decree of the Roman Emperor, 
banished as a religious prisoner. Or- 
dinarily, such an experience would 
bring the earthly ministry of a man to 
an end, but while thus isolated, John 
was wonderfully used of God for com- 
municating a special message for the 
last times. Our Lord bequeathed these 
words to us, that we may not be dis- 
mayed when facing chaos and turmoil. 


The central theme of Revelation, is 
shown to be the coming world-kingdom 
of Jesus Christ, when He shall reign 
on a regenerated earth. “The King- 
doms of this world are become the 
kingdoms of our Lord, and of his 
Christ; and he shall reign for ever and 
ever”. (Rev. 11:15). 

The Author has endeavored to out- 
line the Revelation so that the stu- 
dent may grasp its contents in proper 
sequence. No attempt has been made 
to give a complete exposition, but rath- 
er a systematic presentation of the di- 
visions and certain suggestions for the 
sake of clarity! 

Chapters 2 and 3 are shown to con- 
tain messages for both the Churches of 
Asia Minor and subsequent Church 
ages. Chapter 4 deals with the Rap- 
ture of the Saints. Chapter 5 explains 





the mystery of Seven-sealed book. 
Chapters 6, 7 and 8 takes into consid- 
eration the Four Horsemen. And thus, 
the Reader is taken through the 22 
chapters of the book. 


The meanings of the various types 
and symbols are explained. This is in 
no sense a shallow treatise. Like a 
grand finale, the last chapter shows 
the establishment of “the perfect Theo- 
cratic system for mankind”. “Behold, 
I come quickly: blessed is he that keep- 
eth the sayings of the prophecy of this 
book”. Rev. 22:7.

WHY THE TREATY OF TRIANON 
IS VOID. By Dr. Louis K. Birinyi. Pub- 
rd by V. Simmons. Pages 246. Price 


HE Author of this treatise is a well- 
known Cleveland, Ohio, attorney, a 
writer and scholar. 


He possesses a more-than-ordinary 
insight into world problems and is cog- 
nizant of sinister forces, working be- 
hind the scenes, which have thwarted 
justice in the past and, from many in- 
dications, threatens to do so again. He 
shows that wars are made to order. 


Early in his book, Dr. Birinyi de- 
clares: “The moral and economic ail- 
ment of the world has been caused by 
the manipulations of unscrupulous 
men.” 


He examines certain treaties made 
between-nations since 1918, particularly 
the treaty of Trianon, and places them 
on trial. He shows how they were 
made, and why they constitute a fun- 
damental cause for present world dis- 
order; he further shows why govern- 
ments of Christian nations are forced 
to clasp the bloody hand of the athe- 
istic government of Russia; and lastly, 
he points out the way to more peaceful 
relations between powers. 


The treaty of Trianon was one of the 
series of “peace treaties” adopted af- 
ter the World War and signed by the 
world powers in the Paris suburb of 
Versailles. This particular treaty, 
which was imposed upon the thousand- 
year-old country of Hungary, was sign- 
ed on June 4, 1920, in the Trianon Pal- 
ace, an erstwhile “love nest” built by 
the French king, Louis XV, for his 
lady friend, Madame Dubarry. 


These treaties, the Author declares, 
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were punitive measures, based upon 
the theory that Germany and her Allies 
were solely responsible for the War. 
Dr. Birinyi regards this charge as a 
farce, put over by certain internation- 
alists. He maintains that the real war- 
makers were men high in public life 
of various nations, who were tools of 
the hidden internationalists, Included 
in this group was the Russian ambas- 
sador to France. He shows that the 
French press, subsidized with poison 
money, agitated for war, months before 
actual conflict. 


(Let it be noted that the Roosevelt 
Administration is agitating for war 
today, through both the press and ra- 
dio of the United States. — Editor) 


The Author concludes his volume 
with a lengthy chapter entitled, “Our 
Plea to Christian Civilization”. This 
is a merciless indictment of Interna- 
tional Communism, and an impassioned 
plea that Christians the world over 
shall pause and analyze the agencies 
of hate at work around them, which 
are preparing to plunge civilization in- 
to another inferno. 


The book contains several photo- 
graphs and beautifully colored maps 
which serve to illustrate graphically 
the contentions presented.

Work of the 
Holy Spirit”. 


As a commentary on feminine char- 
acters of the Bible, this book will be a 
valuable addition to any Christian’s 
library.

However, the outstanding attri- 
bute of this dusky Egyptian princess, 
was her strong moral character. Dr.

At the risk 
of jeopardizing her favor with her fa- 
ther, she takes the child with her. 


In comparison with the “gushing- 
love” conduct of many women, the 
Egyptian princess proved her great- 
ness. She .was a heathen woman but 
in her attitude toward Moses, illustrat- 
ed that she was above the coer plane. 
Little Moses appealed to her irresist- 
ibly as a delightful plaything; but she 
did not treat him as such. She plan- 
ned for his welfare, and invested her 
life in her foundling.
